The grave was opened by the Boone county 
corner and the relatives last Thursday night; 
an autopsy was performed on Friday, and 
that night the body was reinterred in the 
grave that had given up its secret. 


Warrants Obtained by Relatives. 

Armed with the evidence of foul play, the 
members of the dead girl's family, who re- 
side near Belvidere, Ill., came to Chicago 
yesterday and swore out warrants for 
the arrest of two men believed to have knowl- 
edge of the events leading up to Mise Miller’s 
death. The men involved are: : 

DR. H. W. FOX, 626 Forty-seventh street, the 
physician who operated on Miss Miller at the Park 
avenue hospita) a few days before her death. 

CHAUNCEY JOHANTGEN, ® years old, 51 
Rush street, city salesman for Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co., who was to have been married to 
Mies Miller and who engaged and paid Dr. Fox 
to perform an operation. 


Johantgen Placed in Cell. 
Johantgen was arrested early in the day 
on & warrant sworn out before Justice Going 
at the Desplaines street police court. The 
young man was taken to the police station 


and interrogated by Coroner W. G. Hawkey ' 


and Deputy Sheriff Frank Early of Belvi- 
dere, and afterward locked in a cell pending 
further investigation. 

He declared he was innocent of any know!l- 
edge of an fllegal operation having been per- 
formed on Miss Miller. He said he was to 
have married her and when she became {il, 
presumably with appendicitis, he had her 
removed to the Park avenue hospital and 
engaged Dr. Fox to perform the operation, 
fer which he paid the physician §75. These 
statements the prisoner made to Deputy 
gherif Barly and Coroner Hawkey. In the 
evening he told Lieut. Madden of the Des- 
plaines street station he did not know the 
name of the physician who performed the 


car alone when he saw the old man cross- 
ing the street ahead of him. According to 
the report at the police station, he sounded 
@ Warning and slowed up. Mr. Guhl hesi- 
tated and apparently started back to the 
curb. Mr. Wolff pulled the starting lever 
again, and almost within an instant he felt 
the body of Mr. Guhl under the wheels of 
the machine. He stopped at once and 
jumped out. 
Hurries to Doctor’s House. 

About that time Alfred Aaltenborn, 1211 
Oak Grove avenue, came by in am autgmo- 
bile and stopped. Together they extricated 
Mr. Guhl, still breathing, and placed him in 
the tonneau of the car that had run over 
him. Disregarding all speed limits, Wolff 
forced the auto to its utmost speed and has- 
tened to the house of Dr. J. H. Hoelecher, 
1069 Sheridan road. 

While Mr. Wolff was notifying the police 
and another physician, Dr. Hoelscher exam- 
ined Mr. Guhl and found that hie left arm 
was broken, several ribs were fractured, and 
that he was cut on the left cheek and nose 
and onthe chin. It was decided to take him 
to the hospital. The police ambulance soon 
arrived and he was put in it. 

Mr. Wolff's story was corroborated by 
Waltenborn, who said that Wolff's mad- 
chine was being driven at a moderate speed 
at the time and that Wolff had shouted a 
warning as he was approaching the corner. 


Says Accident Was Unavoidable. 

Mr. Wolff said he would be present at the 
coroner's inquest and was permitted to go 
to his home at 83 Hazel avenue. In speaking 
of the accident he said: 

“TY had taken a friend of my wife to her 
home and was on my way back to my resi- 
dence at the time. My machine was being 
driven at a moderate rate of speed and when 
I neared Wiison avenue I sounded the usual 
warning. I did not see Mr. Guhi until he 
had stepped directly in front of my automo- 
bile, and although I tried to turn to one side 
I could not save him from being knocked 
down.”’

Explosion Is Frightful. 


The force of the explosion wes frightful. 
The interior of the bank was wrecked. Par- 
titions, desks, wooden walle and windows 
were reduced to splinters, iron bars were 
broken and twisted. The huge glass dome 
over the banking room was shattered. A 
steel vault containing $50,000,000 was almost 
demolished. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars in cur- 
rency were scattered over the floor, mingled 
with broken glass, plaster, splintered wood, 
and the blood of the victime, 

Immediately after the explosion there was 

a bold attempt of crooks to enter the bank 
an to secure the money which lay scattered 
about the floor. Before they couki succeed, 
however, the uninjured employés and squads 
of police drove them out and guarded every 
window and entrance of the building. To- 
night 200 policemen are guarding the 
wrecked bank. 

Plot to Steal $100,000,000?P 

As for motives, the police have three theo- 
ties, one of them so sensational that they 
hesitated to advance it, but which finds sup- 
port in many curious incidents. 

The first theory is that Steele was merely 
a fanatic end that his act was the irresponsi- 
ble act of an insane man. This, they say, is 
the most probable. 

_The second is that Steele was an anarchist,

Regiments to Philippines. 
DUE TO. PUBLIO FEELING. 


Brownsville Affair and Leavenworth 
Riot Cause New Policy. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—[Special.}—All 
negro troops in the United States army are to 


| be sent to the Philippines for service. Or- 


dors to this effect have been issued by Secre- 
tary Taft, with the full approval of the presi- 
dent. 

There is not the slightest doubt that the 
order is the result of the feeling which has 
developed against the negro soldiers. The 
Brownsville affair, the street car riot at 
Leavenworth, the murder committed by a 


negro soldier at Fort Sheridan, all have cona- 


tributed to. the new policy adopted by the ad- 
ministration. 
A few years ago no objection was raised by 


‘any community to the stationing of negro 


troops in its vicinity. Today an order assign- 
ing a negro detachment to any post imme- 
diately calls forth a storm of protests from 
persons living nearby. 


Three Regiments to Go. 

The regiments affected by the order issued 
by Secretary Taft are the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry, three companies of which were dis- 
missed in consequence of the Brownsville 
affair, and which is now distributed among 
Oklahoma posts; the Twenty-fourth in- 
fantry, which is in. the-Moro country; the 
Ninth cavalry, which is divided up among 
Forts Sheridan, Riley, and Leavenworth, and 
the Tenth cavalry, which is distributed 
among Forts Robinson, D. A. Russell, and 
Washakie. Regarding the action taken, Mr. 
Taft issued the following statement: 

“The present assignment of the colored 
regiments to the Philippines is merely for an 
equal distribution of foreign service. They 
have not’ been there for four years. It now 
becomes fair to them and to the other regi- 
ments that they be assigned to the Philip- 
pines in due order. 

“ Foreign service, it should be stated, in- 
creases the pay of the men 20 per cent and 
counts double time for retirement. It was 
pointed out at the department, therefore, that 
the idea that these orders were prejudicial to 
the colored troops or were made on account 
of the Brownsville affair, was utterly ab- 


surd.”’ 
Dates Arranged. 

The Twenty-fifth infantry will sail from 
San Francisco for Manila on April 5. The 
Nineteenth infantry, which will be relieved 
by the Twenty-fifth, sails from Manila for 
home on May 15. 

The Tenth cavalry, with the exception of 
two troops, will sail on March 5. The two 
remaining troops will go on June 5. The 
headquarters band and First squadron of thre 
Ninth cavalry, now at Fort Riley, Kas., 
three troops of the regiment now at Fort 
Leavenworth, and three troops now at Fort 
Sheridan, will depart on May 6. This leaves 
one troop at Leavenworth and one at Sheri- 
dan, both of which will sail on Aug.5. 

The outgoing regiments will sail as fol- 
lows: Twenty-fifth on/April5, Twenty-sixth 
on June.5, Thirty-ninth on July 5, Twenty- 
ninth on Aug. 5, and Sixteenth on Oct. 5. 

Practically all the infantry and cavalry 
regiments now in the Philippines. will be 
brought home during the year, as rapidly as 
other regiments can be sent from the United 


States to replace them.

The warn- 
fhg adds that the regular Canadian cham- 
pionships will be contested at Toronto on 
the same date under the auspices of the 


Canadian A. A: U. 

The Western Skating association is affil- 
iated with the eastern skating body andalso 
with the Canadian skating organization, 
which is at outs with the Canadian A. A. U. 
The Canadian skaters withdrew from their 
A. A. U. because the .atter organization 
neglected the governing of amateur skating, 
it is claimed, and they formed an independ- 
ent body for that purpose solely. In the 
United States neither of the skating organiza- 
tions is affiliated with the A. A. U. of the 
states, and the A. A. U. has declined over- 
tures from skaters suggesting control by 
the A. A. U. Secretary Sullivan of the A. A. 
U. is of the opinion the plan for a national 
organization of skaters is the proper way to 


been started. 
Meanwhile the local skaters find themselves 


forbidden to take part in events promoted by 
a Canadian organization with which they are 
‘closely allied, and the prohibition comes from 
another organization affillated with both the 
-Canadian and the local body. This ban is 
placed at the instigation. of the Canadian 
A. A. U., to which the skaters of the United 
States owe no allegiance whatever, since they 
are not governed in any way by the A. A. U. 
of the United States. While the tangle is 
being straightened out, skaters in this sec- 
tion probably will be wary of forfeiting their 
amateur standing, however. 

A communication was received yesterday 
from St. Paul stating that if the western 
championships were awarded the twin cities 
the events would be held in the ampitheater 
building on the Minnesota state fair grounds, 
which has a seating capacity of nearly 9,000, 
and room enough left for a six lap track. 

The board of control of the W. S. A. will 
meet Tuesday night to decide when and 
where the championship events shall be 
held, and the twin cities undoubtedly will get 
the western champlonships, and Chicago the 
Illinois and city championships.

That would be laying odds of 2 to 1, a short 
price for the chance to be taken. There 
was a time when I commanded backing for 
that amount, still I always advised playing 
for $500 a side, and if my backers cared to 
bet thousands on my winning they were at 
liberty to do so. The largest side bet I ever 
played for was $2,600. I played Billy Sex- 
ton at cushion caroms for that amount and 
lost. I also played for the same amount 
with Frank Ives at Central Music hall, a 
8,000 point match at 14.2, and won’ My six 
nights’ match with Cure, the Frenchman, 
was for $2,000 a side and I took’ down the 
money.’’ 


Schaefer Favors Long Game. 


Continuing, Schaefer said: “I still rhain- 
tain that a one night match of 500 points does 
not demonstrate whois the better player. All 
of the big matches I took part in covered 
three or more nights. In short sessions the 
best player may lose his stroke, say for a 
half-dozery innings. end if the inferior player, 
during that spell of his opponent's hard luck, 
should be in good stroke he could gain a 


winning lead. 

‘In a long session the unfortunate player 
of the first night's play may regain his stroke 
and beat out an inferior opponent.’’ 

Schaefer dislikes the 18-1 game and says 
it ought to be abolished. He thinks it too 
dificult even for the Ghamptons and not en- 
tertaining to the spectators. The style of 
game, he thinks, is better fitted for the 14- 
inch lines for players and spectators alike. 
However, he says he will challenge Sutton 
for the 18-1 anid 18-2 championships, which 
Sutton now holds.

State’s Attorney Says State Street Mer- 
chants Cannot Be Made to 
Show Their Books. 


A new jolt to theMefense in the Shea case 
developed yesterday when Assistant State's 
Attorney George W. Miller announced that 
State street merchants who had been sub-. 
peenaed by the defense to show by their! 
books that they were members. of.the Em- 
ployers’ association would be told to disobey 
thelr subpoenas. He explained that the 
Shea @efense has failed utterly to lay any 
foundation in its evidence making it proper 
to bring into the case testimony regarding 
memberships in the Employers’ association. 

The defense objected to any advice being 
given the State street merchants regarding 
their appearance in court, and Judge Ball 
ordered that no advice should be sought by 
the merchants of any lawyers connected 
with the Shea controversy. 

John Waters, the man who has been sought 
by the defense for weeks to testify that 
Albert Young has served a term in the peni- 
tentiary, made his appearance. 

Te testified that he had served a term in 
the Joliet penitentiary for the theft of a 
horse, but added that he did not in fact steal 
the horse..

‘Unfair to Force These Trucks 
Into the Other Thor- 
- oughfares. : 


R. Hall McCormick, who owns several busi- | 


ness blocks in Wabash avenue and Dearborn 


street, made many. forcible objections to 


the proposition to boulevard State street last 
night in an itterview at his restdence, 124 
Rush street. 

As a counter proposition he suggested that 
the entire downtown-district be boulevarded, 
though admitting the last would scarcely be 
practical. 

It would force all the heavy traffic, belong- 
ing principally te the State street stores, 
he said,-upon Dearborn street and Wabash 
avenue, and upon every street from Van 
Buren street to the river, the main thor- 
oughfare was boulevarded, 

All the property owners im Wabash avenue 
and Dearborn street agree with Mr. Mc- 
Cormick, and,‘so they cam go on record, a 
referendum vote will be taken among them 
by means of postal cards within the next 
few days. State street property owners also 
will be asked to express their nicattcacdage the 
proposition. 

Calls Plan an Outrage. 


“TI only lately learned,’ said Mr. McCor- 
mick, “that it had been proposed to boule- 
vard State street, and I want to say that I 
consider it an outrage on the mmuanity.. 
Why should Wabash avenue and Dearborn 
street, as well ag every cross street between 
Van Buren and the river, be made to take 
care of the traffic from the big State street 
stores? There is no justice in it. 

“For the benefit of the State street retail 
stores all the side streets would be injured. 
Dearborn street, which already is overcrowd- 
ed with street cars and other vehicles, would 
be so- congested that people scarcely coula 
cross it. It would be made a sewer for State 
street. It would be more congested than 
Halsted street. Wabash avenue, already 
overtaxed with the elevated railroad, the 
trolley lines, and the business pertaining to 
that street exclusively, would be in ‘an equa!l- 
ly congested condition. 

“Boulevard.All or None.” 


“TI believe the traffic should be evenly dis- 
tributed, as {t is at present. - Let State street 
look after its own traffic, If any more streets 


/are to be boulevarded I ‘should favor boule- 


varding the entire downtown district, for 
that would make everything equal, but that 
scarcely is practical, for there always will 
be more or less teaming. The time may 
come when teams can be kept off the streets, 
but it is a long time ahead to expect that in 
Chicago. Before that is accomplished the 
street cars will be operated underground, 
and that will. help considerably. 

“With . Michigan avenue and Jackson 
boulevard downtown, Chicago is well enough 
supplied now. In fact, in a business digtrict 
there can be such a thing as too many boule- 
vards. Jackson boulevard, connecting Mich- 
igan avenue with the west side boulevard 
system, is an excellent thoroughfare, but it 
has resulted in congesting Adams street and 
Van Buren street, all the heavy trucking be- 
ing forced on those thoroughfares. © 

“Not long ago there was a pro on to 
boulevard La Salle street, but I can see no 

good reason for it, although I own property 
there also. Each street should bear its bur- 
den of heavy traffic.” 

Le Grand Burton, a neighbor of Mr. McCor- 
mick’s and a property owner in Wabash ave- 
nue, ogpresees similar views.

The temptation of the hungry petriots to 
loot the treasury will be almost irresistible 
There will not be enough army commissions 
to go around, and within a few short weeks 
at the latest there will be a spirit of revo- 
lution against the existing government, and 
this is likely to be but the beginning of the 
end, and the end, of course; is the réestora- 
tion of American authority permanently. 

Island Enormously Rich. 

Cuba is enormously rich today. It could 
become fabulously rich with a really stable 
government administered on American lines 
and with constitutional guarantees to pre- 


vent the practical confiscation of property. ° 


Recent reports to the insular bureau show 
the presence of iron of extraordinary quality 
and in enormous quantities throughout the 
entire eastern and northeastern part of the 
island. On the other hand, it Is stated that 
not 20 per cent of the arable land is now 
actually under cultivation. 

It is evident that if the United States, after 
having established two governmentsin Cuba, 
exercises the rights it now has to intervene 
and does so permanently after the second 
government has collapsed, we shall be under 
no obligations to the Cubans whatsoever. 
This would put the United States in a much 
better position than if we should annex the 
island as the result of a treaty with a stable 
Cuban government. In the latter case we 
should probably be obliged to make at least 
a promise of statehood at some indefinite 
time in the future, as we did in the case of 


‘the Mexican provinces which now constitute 


the territories of New Mexico and Arizona. 
Annexation in that form probably would 
mean free trade also. 

But if the United States is forced to take 
Cuba in the interests of law and onder, it 
would do so with afree hand. It could estab- 
lish such a form of insular government as 
seemed best fitted for the interests of the 
island and the mainland. The existing tariff 
would then stand as it has stood in the case 
of the Philippines, and the beet sugar grow- 
ers of the United States would be protected 
against the sudden inrush df the Cuban cane 
sugér, just as they are today. 


TRINITY OFF 14 POINTS; PANIC. 


Lawson’s Favorite Object of Selling 
Raid, Which Wipes Out Investments 


of Many Small Speculators. 


Boston, Mase., Jan..5.—[Special.]—Scenes 
of wild excitement occurred on the floor of 
the Boston stock exchange this ‘morning, 
‘when Trinity Copper stock, which had made 
the phenomenal advance of nearly 30 points 
in the last ten days, declined $14 a share in 
leas than twenty minutes. Thousands of 
small investore and speculators were sepa- 


rated. in the twinkling of an eye from their 


money. 

Trinity opened at 40, and a few minutes 
later sagged to 39. ‘For half an hour it fluc- 
tuated violently between 40 and 38%. Then 
the stock went down in jumps—37, 36%, 35, 
$4, 31, 80, 28,°26: Orders to sell simply 
swamped the brokers. 

At that moment somebody rushed into the 
market to stay the progress of the raid. In- 
stantly the price began to climb until it had 
recovered ‘to 82, where it fluctuated fever- 
ighly, closing at 81%. 

Believers in Trinity are not dismayed, but 
say the violemt reaction was to be expected. 
They predict a resumption of the forward 
movement to above 50 next week.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—Nineteen hundred and 


seven made a melancholy start. Just. as 
everybody was congratulating his brother 
that the festive season, notwithstanding its 
accompanying storms, for once had brought 
no mishap in its train, there came disasters 
both by land and seéa.

MEASURE PASSED QUIETLY BY 
LAST PARLIAMENT. 


Fact of Its Going Into Operation Comes 
as Great Surprise to Public--Law 
Imposes Hedvy Penalties on Those 
Who Take Bets in Public Piaces— 
“Picking the Winners” Bane of 

*“ English Working Classes—Com- 
pensation Act Protects Domestics.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—One of the surprises of 

the new year is the coming into operation 
of a new betting act. Few people seemed 


to realize that so important a bill had slipped 


quietly through parliament at the last ses- 
sion. Anyhow, the result ie that one of Lon- 
don’s greatest pests, the street bookmaker, 
who used to frequent particular beate for 
the purpose of receiving beta, is out of em- 
ployment. 

Numbers are advertising that they have 
discontinued busimess. Others are waiting 
to see whether the act has the proverbial 


loophole. 

A great reform thus has been inaugurated 
which will have considerable influence on 
the prosperity of the working classes, for 
witnesses have told of disastrous results 
which followed street betting and from touts 
gathering outside factories and taking bets 
from men and women alike. So strong is the 
fascinatiom for gambling that laborers will 
risk all their earnings in the hope of spot- 
ting a winner. 


Law Provides Heavy Penalties. 

The betting act goes straight to the point 
and imposes penalties which are not to be 
sneered at. The first offense of frequenting 
the street is met by fine of $50, the second 
$100, and the third or subsequent offense 
entails risk of a $250 fine or imprisonment up 
to six months. 

The law takes a specially grave view of 
betting transactions with boys under 16 
years of age. It imposes the severest penalty 
for this offense. 

Race courses are specially exempted from 
the restrictions, but ‘‘ public places,’’ as de- 
fined in the act, include public parks, gardens, 
sea beaches, or any uninclosed ground to 
which the public has unrestricted access, 
‘“ Street’ is made to include highways, pub- 
lic bridges, roads, lanes, footways, squares, 
courts, alleys, of passages, whether thor- 
oughfares or not. 

It will be difficult to escape this law until 
flying machines come into general use. Noth- 
ing prevents an aerial gathering for the pur- 
poses of bookmaking. 


Servants’ Law Slipped Through. 

Another act of parliament that slipped 
through quietly, of which no notice was 
taken at the time, is not received with so 
general approval, rather with dismay, by sub- 
urban householders in particular. It is the 
compensation act. Domestic servants have 
been brought within ite scope. Mistresses 
may be called upon at any time to find $500, 
if not more, in compensation should the ser- 
vant meet with death while in her employ- 
ment. 

Suburban householders, as a rule. have not 
$500 to play with. This provision will press 
upon them heavily. 

If a servant become unfit for work as the 
result of an accident the employer will be 

required to keep her for the rest of her life 
and pay half as much as wages and?board 
have cost her.

RIOT AT PLAY STIRS PAR'S 


SCANDAL OVER ‘DREAM OF ECP?’ 
MAY BRING CENSORSHIP. 


Attempt of Moulin Rouge to “Brace 
Up” Seems to Have Had Deterrent 
Effect—Act in Itself Regarded as 
Harmless Pantomime, but Princi- 
pals Are Declared Responsible for 
Outbreak—Press Finds Neo Defense 
for Actresses in Case,

PARIS, Jan. 5.—Has Paris reformed? Was 
Paris ever so bad, so wicked, so depraved as 
imeginative people have loved to belleve 
and talk about? All today Paris has béen 
busy trying to explain to itself the remarka- 
ble manifestation that occurred at the Mou- 
lin Rouge, when cigarets, vegetables, and 
cushions were hurled at the stage amid cater- 
wauls equaling the uproar with which James 
Owen O'Connor used to be greeted in Ameri- 
ca, but from a far different cause. 

In a way the incident was equivalent to 
attending New York productions of ‘* Mrs. 
Warren’s Profession,’’ for it was provoked 
by the theater’s attempt to whet the public’s 
prurient appetite, only in Paris it Was the 
public which condemned. 


Plot of Pantomime. 

The production was a harmicss pantomime 
called ‘‘ A Dream of Egypt,’’ in which a mum- 
my comes to life and makes dove to a man 
until he lights a cigaret, when she worships 
him: as a god for producing fire. The au- 
dience, however, paid’ no attention to the 
pantomime. Its whole attention was directed 
to two of the principals, Colette Willy and 
the Marquise Belbeuf, who since her divorce 
from the Marquis Belbeuf calls herself mar- 
quise de Morny. 

The strange intimacy between the marquise 
and Mme. Willy on which the Moulin Rouge 
relied to draw patronage threw Parisians into 
an emphatic revolt. The theater was 
crowded, but the cries of derision and dis- 
gust were so loud, even before the curtain 
was raised, the band could not be heard. 
When the principals appeared they were told 
to clear out. The house was in an uproar. 
People hustled each other indiscriminately, 
and hats were lost. Women of a certain sort, 
as well as men, exchanged cards for duels. 

Mme. Willy’s husband was in a box. The 
crowd turned on him, and -he was forced 
from the theater. Today he announced he 
only attended becausea letter threatened him 
with trouble if he did not attend. He added 
in explanation that he is seeking a divorce. 


Moulin Rouge Braces Up. 

The Moulin Rouge has not been drawing 
lately, and critics have been saying that it 
must brace up. Perhaps the bracing up 
measures taken might have answered when 
Tire~ was filled with summer visitors , 
looking far larks, but wicked Paris itself re- 
volted. ' 

Dignified papers today refer to the “ Scam- 
dal of the Moulin Rouge,’’ and recite the 
destent of marquise de Belbeuf ftom Louls 
XV. and from Talleyrand. Even the lighter 
papers do not defend the actors. 

It is a noteworthy fact there has been 
active discussion this season of the advisa- 
bility of reéstablishing a censorship. Dis- 
cuseion was produced by two plays which 
would not be tolerated in AMerica, but they 
did not produce any such agitation or public 
rebuke as the mere appearance these two 
women ina pantomime play, with which no- 
body found fault asa play.

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JAMES BRYCE IS CRITICISED 
FOR KEEPING IN POLITICS. 


New British Ambassador to the United 
States Blamed for Not Infringing 
Diplomatic Usages.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—James Bryce, the newly 

appointed British ambassador to Washing- 
ton, is at present the subject of some uncom- 
plimentary remarks in the political clubs, 
even members of his own party considering 
his doings not quite discreet.

cism is caused by an announcement in the 
north country papers to the following effect: 

‘* James Bryce, the new American ambas- 
eador, is to visit Newcastle on Jan. 15 as the 
guest of the Gladstone club of which he is 
president, and will be enteMained at dinner 
by this club.,”’ « 

This is regarded, to put the club talk mild- 
ly, as an undesirable departure from the eti- 
quette of the diplomatic corps, of which Mr, 
Bryce is now a member. Whatever may be 
the system in the United States, the practice 
in this country is that ambassadors and mem- 
bers of the embassies should refrain from 
participation in party politics.

| FEWER BUSINESS FAILURES 
ARE REPORTED IN ENGLAND. 


Marked Decrease in Number of Com- 
mercial Tragedies, According to Rec- 
ords of Mercantile Authority.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—A substantial decrease 

is shown in the total of commercial trage- 
dies of the year that has just closed. The 
total number of failures during the year, 
according to a carefully compiled list which 
appeared in Kemp's Mercantile Gazette, 
reached 8,323 in England and Wales, a de- 
crease of 624 on the previous year. 

When it is remembered that during the 
previous four years there was a steady 
growth in the number of those whose failure 
to make both ends meet.landed them in the 
bankruptcy court the figures for last year 
have a specially interesting significance. 
The failures in 1902 amounted to 7,782, in 
1903 to 8,137, in 1904 to 8,875, in 1905 to 8,957, 
in 1906 to 8,328. 

The substantial decrease in the number of 
farmers’ bankruptcies has particular inter- 
est. In 1895 the total numbered 303. This 
was gradually reduced until in 1899 only 135 
were recorded. Since then there has been a 
steady rise until in 1905 the total reached 214. 
The figures for last year, 142, show that the 
rise at least has been checked, 

It is satisfactory to notice that this im- 
provement is reflected most largely in those 
trades which in previous years had been 
hardest hit by the depressfion then prevailing. 
The grocery and provision trades, for ex- 
ample, which in 1905 showed 169 more bills 


of sale than in the previous year, had in 1906 
the substantia! decrease of 134

LONDON, Dec. 21.—In the language of the 
man in the street, the bishops of the Church — 
of England are “ catching it hot.” As mem- 
bers of the house of lords they are 
@ full measure of the hostile criticism which 
is being heaped upon the occupants of the 
“ gilded chamber ”’ for their determined 
position to the educational bill and othér. 
democratic measures which received the sup- 
port of an overwhelming majority of the 
house of commons. 

History is repeating iteelf. As in the past, 
so now, the’lords spiritual are found siding 
with the lords temporal against the bulk of 
the nation’s elected representatives. Under 
| the leadership of the most reverend, his grace 
the lord archbishop @ C&Anterbury, they 
range themselves — the peers against the 
people. ° 

In congrequence, Seiicionee has been irrey- 
erently taking stock of them, overhauling 
their legislative and episcopal records, figur- 
ing on whet they eost, and questioning 
whether they are worth it. There is no doubt 
that if the matter were left to the decision of 
a plebiscite the episcopal prelates would be 
deprived of their legislative*tunctions along 
with the hereditary peers, It is probable that 
the popular verdict would go much further 
by cutting down their salaries and depriving 
them of their palaces and thereby making less 
glaring the contrast between the opulence 
of the shepherds and the poverty of their 
flocks. | 


Canterbury Gets $75,000 a Year. 

There are two archbishops and thirty 
three bishops in the established church. 
Their incomes aggregate $881,500, which — 
works out an average of over $25,000 each — 
per annum. The archbishop of Canterbury 
gets $75,000 a year, the archbishop of York 
$50,000, and the bishop of London a like — 
amount. For the rest the salaries range 
from 935,000 to $8,000, but only two get less 
than $15,000 a year. Within the church there 
- are 14,000 benefices. Of these no less than 
“one-half are grimly Known as “ starvation 
livings,”’ the pay of the parsons being under 
$750 a year. The contrast between the finan- 
cial condition of the few at the top and the 
many at the bottom is almost as startling as. 
‘that found in the commercial world. It is 
certain that the occupancy of a palace doeg 
not in these days enhance ihe popular respect | 
for the office of a bishop. Nag 

Generous as are the salaries which mést of — 
the peer prelates are paid, many of them 
who are without private means complain 
bitterly that they are no longer able to de- 
fray the expense of living in the style which 
they are compelled to mainiain, They say 
they cannot make both ends meet and are 
threatened with bankruptcy. 

Palaces Eat Up Big Salaries, : 

Under these circumstances it ig not-sur- 
prising that some of them have become con- 
verts to the simpler life. The bishop of Nor- 
wich, whose episcopal palace is situated ia 
that city, frankly acknowkdged recently 
that he has never been able to live within 
his official income of $22,500 a year. He 
avows his conviction that in these days of 
clerical impecuniosity and widespread pove 
erty bishops would be able to accomplis§ 
more good among the flocks intrusted to 
their care if they were no longer required 
to dwell in “ venerable but costly palaces.” 

It is not improbable that a bill may be ine 
troduced in parliament some day for the re- 
lief of those reverend fathers in God who no — 
longer desire to be incumbered with theses — 
worldly pomps and vanities which the epis- 
copacy thrusts upon them. Nothing could 
more strikingly illustrate the anomalous com> 
dition of the established church than the 
fact that men filling its highest offices who 
honestly desire to live plain, unostentatious, 
Christian lives—to practice what they washes: 
~—are not allowed to do it. 


Bishop Has Forty-four Bedrooms. 

Dr. Ingram, the bishop of London, has 
published a curious document showing how 
his three years’ tenancy of the see has left 
him $25,000 poorer than when he entered 
upon its possession—and through no fault 
of his own. He is a bachelor and a man of 
frugal tastes. When he was appointed ¢ 
bishop he found himself saddled with Ful- 
ham palace, which contains no less than 
forty-four bedrooms, and another large res- 
idence in St. James square, adapted oniy 
to a man of large fortune. He would have 
greatly preferred living in a small flat and 
whacking up with some of the poorer clergy, 
er devoting what he could save out of his 
income to charity, but the rules and tradi- 
tions of the church do not admit of such a 
beneficent arrangement. He has had te 
waste a pile of money on things he does not’ 
need and for which he has no use. He finds ~ 
himself growing poorer every day on $50,000 
a year. 


Mile of Carpets in This Palace. 


The archbishop of Canterbury, with Lam- 
beth palace to maintain, declarés pitifully 
that he cannot save a cent out of his sal- 
ary of $75,000 a year—half as much again 
as the president of the United States geta 
But he had a still harder time of it getting 
along on $32,500 a year when bishop of Win- 
chester. His official residence in that see 
was Farnham castle, a huge pile originally 
built by Henry de Blois. It has over a mile 
of stair carpets. The archbishop managed 
to escape bankruptcy while there only by 
ignoring the scriptural injunction to be 
“ given to hosgpitality,”’ at least so far as 
concerned his church brethren, whom his 
predecessors were wont to emtertain at their 
visitations. How the present bishop, Dr. 
Kyle, continués to keep up the big castle 
and satisfy his creditors at the same time 
nobody knows. 

The bishop of Durham receives $35,000 
a year, and would be comfortably off if 
Auckland castle were not thrown in with 
it as the episcopal reaidence. The bishop 
of Bristol, who gets less than half as much, 
finds his palace a sore burden. He frankly 
acknowledges he is in debt to his bankers. 
If the bishops were permitted to take in 
boarders in their palaces it would go far to 
solve the financial problem for them. But 
that would involve a great sacrifice of dig- 
nity. Almost as much as would follow their 
abandonment of leggins, which admit of 
such an inspiring display of episcopal calves; 
and the substitution for them of the trou- 
sers of the everyday man. 

The cry of poverty among the bishops 
has been raised only since the ecclesiastical

SECTS BATTLE FOR REICHSTAG. 


Protestants-Organizing in Germany to 
Reduce Catholic Infiuence—Lit- 
tle Change Foreseen. 


BERLIN, Jan. 5.—The parliament cam- 
paign occupies public attention wholly. One 
of the five members of the executive com+ 
mittee of the conservative party said that 
the committee believed the center party 
would lose a few seats, specially in the seo- 
ond elections in districts where no candidate 
gets a majority on the first ballot. The com- 
mittee expects they will be captured by the 
socialists, so that with the exception of the 
transfer of the few center party seats, which 
will go to the socialists, the new reichstag, 
generally speaking, will‘ not be much dif- 


} ferent in composition from the last. 


A movement is afoot to organize the Prot- 
estant church into a political y, so as to 
counterbalance the center or Clerical party. 
As the Protestants form two-thirds of the 
population, the German Evangelical league 
argues that the Catholics could be excluded 


from any influence in the reichstag. Though 


to permanent political activity, the 
Protestant league advocates the movement 
to eliminate Catholic influence from German 
affairs. 

Members of the emperor's entoufage are 
talking of a plan partly to separate the Prus- 
sian government from the Lutheran state 
church as part of the movement to assist the 
Protestants to organize against the Cath- 
olics. Under the existing state of affairs the 
emperor, as bishop of the Prussian church, 
rules through his lieutenant, the minister of 
public worship, and the provincial consisto- 
ries. The idea is that the church be allowed 
to manage itself, to receive in the same man- 
ner as the Catholic church a proportionate 
share of taxes for the support of religion.

Sweeping Investigation of Block Signal 
System Seems Certain as Result 
of B. and O. Disaster. 


GREED ABOVE HUMANITY. 


Interstate Commission to RenewEfforts 
to Secure More Perfect Devices 
to Protect the Public.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 31.—[Special.]— 
As a result of the shocking accident on the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad at the little 
station of Terra Cotta, just outside the 
city limits of Washington, there is likely 
to be a sweeping investigation into the 
block signal system as it js now operated on 
American railroads. 

Within the last month or two there have 
been a number of accidents, two-or three on 
the Southern railroad, one of which cost the 
life of President Spencer, and in each case 
something has been radically wrong with 
the block signal system. * * /* 

Accident im Federal Limits. 

Fortunately, perhaps, for the country, the 
accident on the Baltimore and Ohio last 
night, which already has cost two score of 
lives, besides-injuries to many more, took 
place within the limits of the District of 
Columbia. That is territory exclusively 
within the control of the United States.

Action Taken by Congress.

The average citizen cannot understand why a number of appar- 
ently strong and healthy men should have nothing to de but loaf around 
the police stations and any attempt to explain their presence there 
is looked upon as an effort on the part of the commanding officer to 
conceal mismanagement, or even graft. But suppose that on the 
night of the Iroquois fire every policeman in Chicago had been patrol- 
ling a beat. On that occasion there was a pressing necessity for men. 
These nien were not wanted the next day or the next hour after the 
firé; they were wanted then—at that minute—and the only way to 
insure their, presence was to have them on reserve in the various 
police stations. 

One of the pressing needs of the Chicago police department is 
ai efficient and up to date telephone and call box system. Under 
the present arrangement the men on the beats are the last to hear 
of a big crime. The time to catch a murderer is immediately after 
he has committed his crime, and if he isn’t eaught then the chance 
of eatching him at all decreases in proportion to the flight of the 
days. If the man at the station could flash ated light on every 
street corner in the city just after a murder had been committed,. the 
men on the beat, thus signaled, could telephone the station for a de- 
scription of the murderer, and with something tangible to guide them 
the patrolmen- would stand a far better chance of apprebending the 
criminal before he got out of the neighborhood. The present police

At the end of the eighteenth century fashions be- 
came simpler.- In the portrait of Marie Antoinette 
and her’ children, painted by Mme, Vigeé-Lebrun, the 
youngest child, who sits upon the queen’s knee, wears 
a plain little bonnet. The king of Rome, Napoleons 
son, were a cap made of embroidery and tace. Under 
the restoration velvet came into vogue, then wool and 
flannel, and heavy muslin padded with cotton batting.

The year 1840 was the golden age of baby bonnets, 
They were prettier than ever before or since.

of Napoleon TIL, who started in France the fashion, 
which already had obtained in England of loose baby 
clothes, bare feet,-and uncovered heads.

Chinese Had First Zoo. 


KE Chinese had the first zoo. Menagertes 

are thought to owe their origin partly to the 

cult of sacred animals and partly to the ambi- 

tion of rulers to possess specimens of rare 

and valuable creatures from foreign lands 
or savage beasts from their own. In the simplest 
forms zoélogical gardens were one of the earliest 
developments of culture, and were familiar to the 
Chinese, Indians, Greeks, Romans, and pre-Spanish 
Mexicans in ancient times. The oldest recorded me- 
nagerie is Chinese, dating from 1150 B.C. The den 
of lions kept by Darius, as described in the book of 
Daniel, is an example of one of those primitive me- 
nageries, while the cult of sacred white horses by the 
ancient Greeks and Romans and that of so-called 
white elephants in Burma and Siam are instances of 
a second type. A live giraffe was received at the 
menagerie of Schinbrunn as early as 18238. 

The Paris establishment is regarded as the earliest 
entitled to the designation “ zodlogical gardens” in 
the modern sense of that term, which owes its origin, 
however, to the formation of the menagerie in the 
Regents’ park. Of German establishments of this 
sort the one at Berlin fs the earliest. | : 7

E worship of Isis, the Egyptian goddess who 
ruled the hearts of men in the days before 
the pyramids were built, has been revived in 
Paris, The gayest capital in the world has 
become the home of a temple the like of whith 
never was dreamed of in the burning sands of the land 


‘of the Pharaohs. Votaries of the mysterious cult which 


swayed the desert empire when Abraham was the chief 
patriarch of the Hebrew race now bow before a shrine of 
marbles and art glass, lighted by the glow of electric 
globes.

The dazzling whiteness of the 
statue is accentuated by a background of heavy crimson 
velvet curtains, and it is through these curtains that 
Lord MacGregor emerges when he officiates at the altar 
as the high priest of Isis.

From the library point‘ of view, too, the public 
library has scarcely one-fifth of the library books of 
the city which are open to the Chicagoan on call.

Historical society, 40,000, and the Academy of Sci- 
ences, wi 25,000 volumes. To these distinctly pub- 
lic institutions may be added half a dozen quasi- 
public libraries and the libraries of the pantie school 
system throughout the city. 

That the libraries are meeting only a small por- 
tion of the demands of the Chicago reading public, 
however, may be seen in the exclusive book selling 
houses of the city and in the book department in 
the big department stores.

Women Are Artists. 


Though the head of the house suggests 
and passes on new ideas, it is the premiere 
or head dressmaker who creates most of 
the fashions, Many of these women are art- 
ists, natural colorists. They: are gold mines 
of ideas, although they make use of old 
paintings and engravings that oftentimes 
Suggest valuable ideas, As the head dreses- 
maker of one large establishment says: 
“There is nothing absolutely new. All we 
can expect to do is to dress old ideas in new 
forms. We borrow a style here, a silk there, 
and the trimming from a third portrait, and 
then adapt them to meet the taste of our 
customers. Some things they accept with 
enthusiasm while they reject other things 
flatly.’’ 

In the making of fashions three things 
are kept in view. The style must be created 
first, the getting of the material, and making 
@ fashion popular. The material is an im- 
portant point. A certain style of dress like 
the empire or princess calls for special silks, 
trimmings, and laces that are not found in 
the market, and unless the manufacturers 
respond to the idea it falls fiat. 

The fashions created by. these large hotises 
are of two kinds—one for the public at large, 
and the other for their exclusive trade. 
Weeks ahead the large houses are busy get- 
ting ready for the crowd of buyers who 
throng their places. These houses expend’as 
much effort in displaying their styles as in 
creating them. It goes without saying that 
these models must have perfect figures, and 
that a pretty face is a valuable acquisition. 
These models have their hair dressed and 
put on their gowns with as much care as 
if they were dressing for gala night of grand 
opera. 

During the season at these establishments 
receptions are held twice a day. The large 
parlors are @ecorated with plants and@ soft 
draperies to show off the models, who walk 


wearing the same happy expression as 
though all this finery belonged to them. Up 
and down they go while the buyers and dress- 
makers scrutinize and take notes on points 
that interest them.

Exclusive Models Not Shown. 
The buyers visit all the large establish- 
ments before making their selections. Most 
buyers do not usually buy more than a half 


_ dozen gowns from one establishment—this 


number includes evening wraps, receptior 
dresses, and evening gowns. 

All these houses have models which the 
public at large never see. For the proprietors 
know that many come to see the new styles, 
not to buy. And their exclusive trade wants 
exclusive styles and not what the buyers will 
carry home. 

A well known manager tells this story: 

“ A few weeks ago an American woman came 
here and said that she wanted a dress and hat 
for the New York horse show. She explained 
that she was willing to pay any price, but 
they must be exclusive. I sent to Lyons and 
had made a soft yellow pompadour silk. The 
dress was made princess, trimmed with a 
rare Venetian lace. The hat was a large 
Gainsborough made of crushed velvet and 
trimmed with a yellow paradise plume. This 
is one of many instances. We have custom- 
érs whose dressmaking bills alone are from 
$20,000 to $30,000 a year. They would not 
spend another dollar here if we showed their 
models to others .or even hinted to their 
friends what they are getting.’’ 
* Often new fashions are made through 
chance. A fashionable dressmaker in the 
Rue de la Paix claims that one of his Amer- 
ican customers is responsible for the elbow 
sleeve for street wear so much in vogue, 
She was trying on a jacket to a suit one warm 
day, and when the tailor slipped on the long 
coat “sleeve she exclaimed, pushing up the 
sleeve, “‘ This is the length I want.” The 
tailor tried to show her that coat sleeves 
were being made long, but she answered, 
“ Then I shall make the elbow sleéve the 
fashion. A long glove is more comfortable 
on a warm day than a heavy coat sleeve.”

Style 1s Game of Chance. 

A few years ago many of the large French 
establishments tried to revive the Watteaun, 
but the Americans would not have it and’ the 
French did not like it, and so the style was 


dropped. Making a new style is no less a 
game of chance than the races. Styles that 
dressmakers put out with trembling fear 
sometimes meet with great success, while 
others that are banked on prove flat failures. 
Though Frenchwomen lead the® fashion, 
American women hold the censorship of 
what shall and shall not be. It is at the 
Grand Prix in Paris and at American horse 
shows that the newest fashions are shown 
and tried.

Many Frenchwomen feel they can afford to 
spend $100 for hats a season and still hesi- 
tate to pay $200-$250 for one gown.

French hats are extreme, and 
have to be remodeled to suit American trade. 
French milliners know that Frenchwomen 
prefer large hats and accept only the small 
hat for reception and evening wear.

Good Pay from the Start. 

Tt is known that railway employés in ali 
departments are well paid as compared with 
persons in other lines of business doing work 
requiring an equal amount of energy and 
ability. Men stenographers are usually 
started in railroad service at from $15 per 
week to $75 per month. Good work secures 
speedy recognition. Many stenographers to 
general officers get from $150 to $200 per 
month. Promotion to’a chief clerkship, 


which is pretty sure to come sooner or later 


if ability shown, means a salary of from 
$200 to per month; and having once be- 
come a chief clerk a man is in line for ad- 
vancement to positions in which the salary 
paid is limited only by the capacity exhibited 
and the results secured. 

It cannot be too strongly insisted, however, 
that the stenographer in railway work can 
reasonably hope to rise to high positions only 
if he studies the railroad business aesiduous- 
ly and applies himself to his duties energet- 
ically and conetantly. In railroad work the 
race is to the swift and the battle to the 
strong. In no other business does the law 
of the survival of the fittest operate. more 
inexorably.

Plenty of Room in F iel 


By Frederick G. Fassett. 


VERY American schoolboy knows that 
there is plenty of room atthétop. He 
also hears much about the rungs In the 
ladder of success. When he grows 
older, however fand reaches the pomt 

in his career at which he must decide 
which particular professiona! or business lad- 
der to climb, he is told about overcrowding 
ind the limitea opportunities for the am- 
bitious young man in professional and mer- 
cantile Mfe. 
cerned about his prospect of getting a foot- 
hold somewhere near the bottom then he is 
about the’ vacant spaces at the top. But 
there {g another and more cheerful aspect of 
the situation, for while it may be true that 
some of the older ladders are overcrowded, 
hew ones frequently are raised. 

This is the age g@ihe specialist, and every 
profession now ¢ s to the young man a 
choice of ladders, Not all the engineers, for 
instance, follow the same path in their en- 
deavore to reach the top. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell invented the telephone a little over 
thirty years ago; immediately a new ladder 
was raised, and those who have climbed it 
are doing some of the most important scien- 
tifle work of the day. They are developing 
an invention useful to all classes of people, 
and are dealing with some of the most fasci- 
nating problems known to the. industrial 
scientist. 


Rare ihcicideshines in Business. 

Even in their student days the young men 
who propose to make telephony their life 
work find rare opportunities for observing 
how succees is planned and won. Years 
ago Samuel Pierpont Langley, the dis- 
tinguished American scientist, devised the 
bolometer, an instrument for determining 
the degree of heat in the rays of a star 
millions. of miles from the earth. The tele- 
phone engineers have recently perfected 
apparatus for measuring the telephone cur- 
rent, 
create a device as delicate as the bolometer. 
it will interest the young man entering upon 
the ‘study of the sciences to know that a 
large part of the work which resulted in 
the making of the barretter, the instru- 
ment which measures the telephone current, 
Was performed by students in the scientific 
- department of Harvard university, who 
worked in coUperation with members of the 
engineering force of the American Teie- 
phone and b heentir es company.

Or, turning the 
statement around, we may say that the 
electrical energy in the light by whose aid, 
perhaps, this article is read would suffice 
to carry sound over. 5.000.000 telephone lines.

1,200 Wires in One Cable. 

In the larger, cities telephone messages 
travel under tHe streets instead of fiying 
along wires suspended from poles. The ca- 
bles used in underground telephone con- 
struction consist of many wires twisted to- 
gether and inclosed in lead pipes, technically 
known as cable sheaths. When the engineers 
of the Bell system first made use of telephone 
cables the number of wires which could be 
inclosed in one of the pipes was less than 100. 
Now as many as 1,200 wires sometimes are 
placed in a single cable, 2% inches in diam- 
eter. This means that 1,200 people may be 
carrying on conversation at the same time 
through one of the cables and the messages 
fiy back and forth without interfering with 
one another. 

When cables first were manufactured iIn- 
sulation was secured by packing the wires 
in paraffin. Then ‘the wires were covered 
with cloth and finally paper wrappings we-e 
substituted for- the cloth. The paper itself 
is not the only insulating medium; the dry 
air in the folds and substance of the wrap- 
pings plays its part in keeping the words 
flowing along the proper channels, and as 
the air must be perfectly dry the cable at 
all times must be hermetically sealed. One 
process of its manufacture is that of baking, 
the cable being placed in a huge oven and 
heated until every vestige of moisture is 
driven from among the wires. 

* « 

Manipulation of Currents Problem. 

Recently the engineers have been doing 
wonderful things with loading coils, devices 
which are intended to lengthen the distance 
over which transmission through cables is 
possible. A loading coil consists of an iron 
ring, which looks like a doughnut, well done, 
and overgrown. Around this ring are wound 
about fifteen miles of fine iron wire, and tn 
the making of these telephonic doughnuts the 
determination of the amount of the fine wire 
.to be used and the manner in. which the coils 
should be connected with the cables have re- 
quired long and patient study and much ex- 
perimenting on the part of the engineers. 
Loading coils are so costly that they can be 
used only where telephone traffic is.greatly 
congested. The fact that they were unknown 
a few years ago is an Illustration of the man- 
ner in which the engineers constantly are 
meeting new problems. 

The thanipulation of electrical currents al- 
most too minute to be measured is unly a 
small part of the work of the telephone én- 
gineers. Their work at times is similar to 
that of the men who planned the great rafl-

** Reliable man for warehouse or store work,”’ 
and then to say “reliability guaranteed by 
high class references, and bond given if 
required.” It is not necessary to announce 
that one is willing, neat, and obliging; that 
should be understood.

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he Disappearance of f John ‘romsoe.

OHN TROMSOE, ‘hand of the ort of 
Tromsoe & Co. investment bankers, 
with offices in the sixth floor of the 
Ravenoke building, 
mysteriously.

one of the most magnificent harbors in the 
world; of Boston, with its hills, which gave 
it the name “ tri-tnountaine,” and its smalier 
harbor; and of Washington, the nation’s 
capital, which, like Boston, has got some- 
thing of a start in the race, and many others 
will have been taken such advantage of as 
they never have yet.

Then, too, the possibilities of such fiat, . 


marshy sites as that upon which Chicago is 
built, apparently unpromising to the last 
degree, will have been realized, and then the 
tourists of the world will have to visit the 
American centers as well as those of Europe 
if they wish to see the “ city beautiful” idea 
wrought out to its greatest perfection. 

No one who has not given attention to it 
ean have any notion of how general is the 
present movement for great municipal 
beauty. New York's plans probably are the 
most ambitious, and naturally, since New 
York is the biggest and the richest city; but 
in scores of other cities similar plans and 
quite as ambitious in proportion to wealth 
and population are being pushed forward. 
There is hardly a city in the land, indeed, 
that has not already got the transformation 
process well under way. Baltimore and 
Buffalo, Chicago, Detroit, Duluth, and In- 
dianapolis, Louisville, Nashvilie, New Or- 
leans, and Omaha, both Portlands, St. Louis 
and st. Paul, and many others have half © 
made themselves over in the last twenty 
years. ‘ 

In sorfle of these cities, especially those 
further west, the transformation has been 


- nothing less than startling. Broad, well 


paved and shaded streets have taken the 
place of dirt roads; bare tracts of land have 
been transformed into beautiful parks, in- 
adequate and unsightly wooden town halls 
and courthouses have been replaced by 
structures of real architectural merit; busi- 
ness “blocks” resembling exaggerated 
packing cases more than anything else have 
given way to buildings that are beautiful ag 
well as useful.

Accomplishments of Fifty Years. 


There is hardly a city of 100,000 tn the 
country today which does not boast some 
beauty spots that would be a credit to al- 
most any old world city. Yet, while every 
one of the European centers has been im- 
proving upon itself for centuries, there are 
hardly half a dozen cities in the United 
States away from the Atlantic coast old 
enough to have devoted half of one century 
to making themselves beautiful. Central 
park in New York, which has received the 
highest praise from European experts, was 
not begun till 1856. Boston Common is older, 
and so are some of the smaller parks in 
several eastern cities; but mone of the other 
famous great American parks has yet been 
in existence fifty years, 

It is tothe credit of the people of this 
country that while the beauty of nearly 
every European city is largely made up of 
churches and palace# bullt in medieval 
times and under governmental or ecclesias- 
tical compulsion, American cities are being 
made beautiful by the people’s money free- 
ly voted by the people themselves. It ts a 
credit to the cities that they are now en- 
gaged in generous competition for beauty. 
It is something to be proud of that such 
men as Daniel H. Burnham, who has just 
taken up the plan to make Chicago beauti- 
ful as well as busy, a pleasant aS well as a 
profitable place to live in: Whitney Warren, 
who has wrought out the stupendoug scheme 
for beautifying New York outlined in the 
New York City improvement commission’s 
recently issued report, and scores of other 
citizens are willing to give their services 
free to the cause of improving the cities. 


Burnham’s Wonderful] Work. 

That they are able to do go is proof that 
the American purse string opens more easily 
than any other in the cause of art; were it 
not so such men as Burnham and Warren 
could not offer their services freely as 
they do.

Across the Great Desert. 


Once I made the long ride from Albu- 
querque, N. M., to California over the great 
desert.. Tt was hot weather, though as I have 
said, one can’t ride there save at night. 
There. are stretchee of a hundred miles where 
-there isn’t a town with 100 people init, Not 
only this, but water is one of the scarcest of 
articles in a household. I don’t know how 
many dollars water enough for an ordinary 
bath would cost out there, but It would be a 
rich man’s luxury. On that trip I could not 
buy a glass of water or a loaf of bread. I 
don’t think I ate much, but when I couldn't 
stand the thireat any longer I took the water 
wherever I could find it. I remember taking 
some from the barrel of a section gang which 
was swearing at me in three or four lan- 
guages. But they didn’t do anything; they 
knew I had to have water or die. 

But that desert country is hard traveling 
for the man with the truck “ticket.” An 
hour under the trucks of a passenger train 
will leave a man looking like a walking pile 
of sand and dirt. He hardly can breathe 
through his nose and he doesn’t dare to open 
his mouth.

Under a Freight Car. 


In settling himself to the seat it ig necessary 
for one to put his feet forward on to a cross 
rod: In going tg sleep the jolting of the train 
will drop a man’s foot to the roadbed, and 
with the train going thirty-five to fifty miles 
an hour the way that leg is dragged along 
the ties is something to be remembered. As 
to the dangers of riding there, they are no 
more than if the man were in the coach itself 
—sometimes not as much. 

The freight train is not popular. with the 
man who has used a truck ticket. They go 
too slow, and until the new steel coal cars of 
100,000 pounds capacity came out a man fs 
seen too easily. This new coal car—called 
on the road a “ battleship ’’—has a sloping 
drop chute in the center. On each side of 
‘thie slope, far in under the car, is a small 
niche into which a man can crawl and be 
wholly hidden from view. This style of car is 
immensely popular with the mam who wants 
to travel without a railroad ticket. : 

The old style of box car has five rode under 

it, the full length of the car, and bowed 

downward in the center in order that they 
may be tightened and take the sag out of the 
floor of the car. These rods are an inch and 
a half in diameter, just far enough apart for 
a mah to lie across them in some degree of 
comfort. But he must travel at night only. 

The hardest trip I have ever made waga 
walk of 125 miles across an Indian agency in 
Montana. Four.of us had shipped out of 
Chicago from an employment agency to work 
with a construction gang, having transpor- 
tation to Gillette, Wyo. Loading ballast was 
not easy, and I went up into Montana; finally 
veturning to the gang at Gillette. By that 
time the other fellows were tired of the job 
and we started across the Crow reservation 
to the nearest railroad.

Swimming the Icy Streams. 

We walked every step of the way where 
we didn’t have to swim.

On the other 
side we would build a fire, warm up, and dry 
our clothes. It took us five days to make 
the trip.

I knew it 
could be a better one, but it suited me ail 
right. He talked about smashing it in for

Ostracized and Pitied. 

Of course there still are many clerks who 
drink. However, they are looked down upon 
by their associates. No better proof of the 
spirit of the modern office worker could be 
had. Not only has the drinker lost stand- 
ing with his employer but with his fellow 
employés as well. He is condemned by the 
employer, and pitied and ostracized by his 
fellow workers. 

A certain packing company in the stock 
yards for the last twenty years has been in 
the custom of giving a $5 gold plece for 
Christmas to each office employé a year or 
more in its service. The force of the office 
here numbers approximately 600. Ten years 
ago on the night the distribution of money 
was made 440 of the 600 gold pieces were 
passed over the bars of the Halsted street 
saloons at the entrante of. the yards. Last 
year, with a pay roll lengthened *by a won- 
derful year of business, but 180 were changed 
in the same places. When it is explained 
that these figures were the result of a steady 
decline further comment is unnecessary. 

This particular firm in the last decade has 
waged a strenuous war against drinking 
among its employés, but the decline in 
drinking represented may, with @ little alter- 
ation, be taken as a general average of the 
improvement in this class of wage earners. 
The results have been such that employer 
and employé are to be heartily congratu- 
lated.

During the time he has 
been’ working in town he has learned much 
eoncerning how hie father handles his land- 
ed interests, and by frequently going to the 
farms with his father he sees what is needed 
and how to accomplish it. 

After the business training he hae had, 
then it is for him to determine what yoca- 
tion he cares to follow and upon deciding 
his father finds a place for him there. 

Often @uring the year and especially during 
the summer he finds himself filling the places 


of different persons, when they are away 
en their vacation, and it aleo reste upon

Carpenter Gets the Knack. 

The carpenter is a craftsman who soon 
learns how to do this. The manner in which 
a skilled, intelligent carpenter uses a hammer 
amounts to a science. The weight of the 
tool, the location ‘of the nail, the natural 
‘swing of the arm, the number of blows neces- 
sary—all are combined in the knowledge that 
‘makes the workman instinctively do his work 
as easily as it can be done. The difference 
between the amateur driving a nail and 
the old workman doing the same is. the differ- 
ence between the layman and the artist. 
One, two, three, four, five, six blows the 
amateur will strike, each one delivered with 
all the force he can muster, and half of the 
time the nail will be bent, driven crooked, 
or otherwise damaged. One, two, three blows 
the artist strikes, easily and apparently with 
little. force behind them, and the nail is 
driven as well as a machine could do it. 

In using a saw the same facts apply, only 
more so. A beginner will “kill” himself 
more quickly with a saw than with any other 
small tool.. More wasted power can be ex- 

erted in sawing a board or plank than in 
any other operation of the kind. But the 
man with the knack would as soon saw wood:

It is being learned that the name Yiddish is one to 
conjure with when it comes to true theatrical findings, 
severest cr@iciem and recognition only of the best. 
The Yiddish playgoer can adhere firmly to his belief 
when he finds one worthy to bea favorite. Like the 
gallery, he knows—and also does Ellis Glickman, her 
present manager, the man that managed and developed 
Bertha Katich while the latter played at. the Thala 
theater, New York, and while she still played in 'Yid- 
dish, and he declares that in Paulina Lavitz Berth 
Kalich has‘a rival that will wrest the laurels from her 
brow. 

After all, as Glickman points out, stranger things 
have happened. Janauschek, Rhea, Modjeska, Kalich 
Fedora and her Monn 
Vanna, AHa Nazimova, with her wonde ‘ul répertoire, 
and now Paulina Lavitz, with a répertoire in Yiddish 
which in S&tself would class her in some ways as the 
most wonderful actress in the world. It is recalled by 
the theatrical prophets that the rank and file of the 
procession have .worked their way up by the struggle 
with learning English, and most of them have been

Modjeska turned_.her back upon a great foreign 
record of success and made her début in Adrienne Le- 
couvruer in San Francisco in 1867 as an English speak- 
ing actress. Bertha Kalich was first known to the world 
last year in Fedora, although her Yiddish audiences 
had loved her for years in Gordin’s wonderful trans- 
lations and adaptations of all the great tragedies and 
dramas and in the many plays written in the Yiddish 
language.

In the meantime Lavitz has: had the same training, 
the same past, and was born. in Lemberg, Galicia, as 
was Rertha Kalich. There is a strange similarity be- 
tween the two, as both sing wonderfully, .Lavitz having 
a pure high soprano and Kalich a contralto voice. Both 
studied at the gonservatoire in Lemberg. When she was 
twenty Paulina Lavitz came to a dividing. of the ways, 
and there was a. great question before her.

Daily Rehearsals and Much Hard Work. 


In the work she is doing claims to greatness are 
proved by her versatility and power. When the new 
Yiddish theater was started in Boston a couple of 
years ago it was considered a wonderful thing that 
there was a change of bill every night and a répertoire 
of 200 plays, operas, and tragedies. Here the répertoire 
is 600, with a-edifferent play every night and a new 
play in rehearsal every week, which is produced one of 
the seven nights. This is then added to the general 
répertoire, and in it are all the great tragedies, com?- 
dies, light operas, and melodrama. This week they are 
playing the Gypsy Brron, another week it will be La 
Belle Helene, and then there will be the Yiddish versions 
of The Doll’s House, Madame Sans Géne, Magda, Fedora, 
Sappho, the Kreutzer Sonata and a host more. nere 
are all the Jacob Gordin versions of the great plays, 
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and the plays he has written in Yiddish, and the new 
ones by the many Yiddish playwrights’ who constantly 
are creating. 

All this means work every minute at the Interna- 
tional theater. ‘“‘ There is no use for us ever to think 
to rest,” said Miss Lavitz, whose only regret is that 
she does not get enough chance to study English. Re- 
hearsal all day after the 11 o’clock  luncheon-breakfast 
is the program until it is: time: for dinmer and to go on 
in the evening. 

It is 11 after it is over and 1 before they are at 
home and. get a bite. to eat, amd then there is the long 
study for, the next day’s new part, until 3 or 4, an 
not until then a chance for bed. 

“It is a happy life, for you live in .all the parts,” 
said Miss Lavitz—or, rather, it ts Mrs. Lavitz, for she 
has a husband who is a doctor and who himself plays 
sometimes, and who, like everybody else, has great 
faith in his wife’s artistic future. In appearance she 
and you need only to glance at the 
little group ready to rehearse on the stage to pick out 
the star, who shows who and what she is through the 
back of her coat and the set of her hat.

American Audiences Are Kind. 

Speaking of the difference between the American and 
foreign or Yiddish audiences, she said: “ American 
audiences are kind—easy; they want, what shail | say— 
an effect? In Poland, in Burope, and here with the Yid- 
dish you must work harder to please. At home I would 
come on the stage with’’—here the actress eloquentiy 
put her hands to her throat.and looked for words—“with 
my lungs ready to burst.” 

It is fiot only her clientéle—hard to please—which 
believes in the new actress. Ellis Glickman, her man- 
ager, conservative, denouncing the press agent and the 
big head liner, believes the same. It was he who saw 
her with prophetic interest when she first set foot 'n 
this country. He followed her up and watched~ her 
first performance with intense interest. After that he 
bargained with the New York Yiddish managers to let 
him have the new actress. She came to his west side 


theater for a year and went to the Thalia in New York : 
for three seasons and now has returned. She believes 

that it is enough to work for the joy of doing artistic- 

ally, and the idea of a big picture in a window is ab- 

horrent to her. Glickman, however, declares in sober 

earnestness that she will one day be great. “ Wait 

until she learns the language,” says this manager, 

quietly, “and you will see.”

Kreutzer Sonata in Yiddish. 

It is the’ Kreutzer Sonata, the great Yiddish 
classic, which is played at all the Jewish theaters, 
and which is. the test of the ‘actress. “t was a little 
while ago since the sudden furore for it in English that 
a funny thing occurred. Bertha Kalich was to succeed 
herself: and her own Monna Vanna in i, and at the 
same time Blanche Walsh was playing it before Chicago 
audiences. Glickmdn had put it on at the International, 
where many of them had seen Kalich in it in Yiddish, 
and here the whole question of supremacy was between 
the two Polish stars. Trains of crowded cars carrying 
south siders down to see the American actress passed 
by—first, the little boarding house on Indiana avenvze 
where Lavitz Hives, and next by the theater on Wabash 
avenue, where, according to those earnest theatrical 
circles where great actresses are made, Lavitz was 
‘making an interpretation of the elder Frielander girl 
which was better than that of either Miss Walsh or 
Mies Kalich. So successful was she that she was pe- 
sought and tempted to try it. in English, but the man- 
ager would not consent until she should get a better 
knowledge of the language. 

” * 
Interpretation of the Roles. 

It is interegting to see the difference in Paulina 
Lavitz’s version and isiterpretation and that of the 
American actress. In the first act it ls her idea that 
the daughter would come on in simple clothes, probably 
with her hair well disordered, after a night of misery, 
and showing in her face at least something of the 
trouble of her secret. Lavitz wears a little dark skirt 
and white shirt waist, while Miss Walsh makes a grand 
entrance. 

“She comes in like a queen,” says Miss Lavitz, 
“with perfect hair and beautiful gown. “he would not 
be dressed like that in the ordinary class family in 
Purope. In the last act, where the Emglish version 
makes her choke her sister, Miss Walsh makes a great 
climax of it. but it does not seem to me that it is what 
she would do—to choke her—women do not do that, I 
think. She has stood much and she can stand no more, 
and her first wish is to diefigure her so. that she no 
longer will be attractive to her husband.” 

Acting from this interpretaition Miss Lavitz reacnes 
for the bottle of carbolic acid, running her hand along 
the shelf for it in @ half crazed way. 

“The wish to disfigure her is greater than the wish 
to kill her, and in the second act, where she discovers 
that they both have his child, it seems to me there is 
more tragedy in it, although it is suppressed. There 
must be no scandal; she says, for the sake of her father, 
and it is in a quiet way that she commands her to go, 
but here I think she rises ‘o a great climax, even 
though she is quiet and the action must be sup- 


pressed.”

Only when all this has been 
accomplished are the armies ready for the struggle. : 


HE battle of tomorrow. will differ’from all bat- 

tles that have -been recorded in history. The 

war in Manchuria has left to the generals of 

. the world a series of lessons such as no other 

war recorded has taught. The last year of 
,fand maneuvers has given to the powers of the earth 
an unexpected opportunity to study on the scene of 
battle the war of the present day, and the lessons that 
have been learned will have such a wide reaching in- 
fiuence .as probably to revolutionize modern warfare, 
and while itt ts impossible to determine definitely the 
plan of future wars, it yet is possible to figure upon 
the many new phases that will be presented by those 
gigantic combats which will occupy hundreds of square 
miles and bring millions of men into action. 

The memoirs of Capt. Louis Joseph Blaze, Nov. 15, 
1806, contain this extract: “ The science of generalship 
consists in bringing together the greatest possible num- 
ber of men at a given point on a given day. Napoleon 
has said this, and Napoleon knows.” 


x «* 
Logic of Napoleon Still Is Good. 


He knew so well that in 1906, a hundred years later, 
the general reasons in just such a manner, and in the 
present day the preparation of a campaign is the work 
of an office—a bureau—searching the map to determine 
what point most seriously will be contested and pre- 
paring for the defense of that position. But, because 
of the resources of the modern army, in the war of to- 
morrow that point will be a district, a region, a prov- 
ince, for,.as the recent Russo-Japanese war so well ex- 
emplified, the battle front of the modern army measures 
a hundred and two hundred miles. : 

The battle of tomorrow cannot be fought as was the 
battle of the past. Half a million men cannot be handled 


. a8 easily as 50,000. War has become a science so com- 


plicated as to require new qualities of the ranks as well 
as of commanders. Yet the individual valor of the troops 
retains its importance, in spite of the, strides made in 
methods and the changes of tactics. Whet, then, will 
the battle of tomorrow be—the battle in which the men 
are counted by millions, the projectiles by tens of 
millions; in which the engagements, extending over 
hundreds of miles, last not for a day or for a night but 
for entire weeks, perhaps months, of day and night? 
The old principle of war, “ March, sleep, fight,” has been 
reduced, and now reaiis merely: “ March, fight.”” The 


* modern army marches and gives battle, to sleep when 


the engagement is over. 
* * 


How Gigantic Armies Approach One Another. 

Suppose war is declared not by a sudden surprise 
blow; that mobilization has taken plece normally, and 
by a series of maneuvers the troops center upon a ‘de- 
termined point. As soon as the forces have been brought 
together they are spread, as secretly as possible, over 
all or the greatér part of the frontier. Here the effect- 
ive force means much. They have been spread out so 
that the enemy, in spite of the aid of spies, may remain 
in ignorance of the strength. Then it is that the gigan- 
tic dueling armies approach one another. 

In order to-do this they employ various means— 
careful reconnoitering, charges of cavalry over fifty to 
a hundred rhiles, in the course of which the regiments 
try to come into sudden contact with the enemy, and, 
most of all, spies, dressed as peasants or even in the 
uniform of the enemy, inform the generals of the posi- 
tions and the strength of the force before them. 

In the meantime the advance guard hides the move- 


‘ments of the troops. Proceeding in formation close 


enough for battle while yet spread, the brigades form 
a screen in front of the main army maneuvering behind.

| Weeks of Skirmishing Precede Great Contest. 
Then, during days and perhaps weeks of skirmishes 
which involve only the preceding brigades, the army is 
employed in forming battle line, for it takes time to 
place a force which makes a ribbon miles and miles in 
length. Soon the entire country has been covered with 
troops. Railroad tracks, laid in haste, join various 
points. The engineers have built telephone and tele- 
graph lines and constructed temporary fortifications. 
The armies finally céme together. Great engage- 
ments between cavalry have taken place; detachments 
have met all along the line. The skirmishes which pre- 
are. done with and the battle 
proper has begun. The fire al) along the line has put in 
movement the vast bulk of the troops. Entire regi- 
ments have taken position without the knowledge of 
the enemy.

away. Such ruses as tying ears of corn or bushes to 
the head, considered tricks of rudimentary civilization, 
have been shown to be effective still, and every known 


ruse is used to make the army invisible.

Advances Stopped by Trenches dnd Barbed Wire. 

In haste trenches are dug and stakes driven every 
hundred yards, connected by harbed wire. These en- 
tanglements form a terrible obstruction to the akivance 
of the enemy, and were first used by the Boers in the 
war of the Transvaal. The army seems to have stopped 
moving when suddenly the artillery commences attack. 


In former days each department of a great army 
. : 
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FIELD HOSPITAL 


comsidered itself the chief division of attack, Dut in our 
day all divisions have equal duties, and that of the 
artillery is to throw confusion into the ranks of the 
cremy. Aided by smokeless powder, thus: hidden from 
view yet knowing the position of the opposing farces, 
the cannon and mortars soon render passages imprac- 
ticable and destroy the recently built fortifications. Soon 
positions become untenable before the fire of schrapnel 
bursting ere it strikes, Yet, deadly as is the artillery, 
the engagements of infantry are more, terrible. The 
*nief office of the cannon is to destroy earthworks and 
bridges and to clear the way for cavalry charge. 


Soon the enemy has been forced to show its entire 


strength, and then the chief work of the commander 
comes in the moment of general action. It is now that 
he must evolve the plan of the great battle, comparing 


the armies and playing his cards. 
* * 


Commander Plans Battle by Wire. 


The general places himself far from the battle front 
at a point most fitted as a center of communication. 


-In the olden days the general, quartered on some prom- 


inence, surveyed with a telescope the field. Today he 
sees nothing. In a tent or wagon he is informed con- 
stantly of the movements of the forces, directing them 
by telephone and telegraph. “Maps are spread before 
him. Without cessation an aid draws upon these maps 
the movements of the armies. Wach advance or retreat 
is marked upon the charts. He has, upon which to ‘make 
his judgments, but the facts as they are brought to him, 
and by orders he modifies his original plans to suit the

The Mines. grow closer and closer. Behind embank- 
ments the artillery. meve~ ceases to throw sweeping de- 
struction into the approaching columms. Soon the com- 
b*t has become man to man, and the soldiers throw upon 
their adversaries hand grenades and bombs, thrusting 
with bayonets and cutting with knives. ‘The assaviants 
fall into the barbed wire entanglements, pushed on by~ 
those behind, and the soldiers, crazed by eight, ten, or a 
dozen nights of incessant fighting, kill demoniacally. 
Soon also there sound explosions of underground mines 
which raise whole regiments into the air. The modern 
warfare has become a war simple; there is no refiect- 
ing, no scheming; there is only killing. 

The force, depleted by losses, forme for retreat. 
Orders. have come. The artillery covers their retreat 
from behind. There is no scurrying. They retreat, but 
in good order. They cannot be chased. They can only 
be followed slowly. The field almost is impassable to 
the pursuing army. It is notable that in aot one of the 
Japanese victories in the recent war were the Japs able 
to follow up their blow. The retreating army stops 
r-ny miles away to again take position and fortify to 
resist attack.

Will Be One Great Batile. 

The war of tomorrow is but one nd battle—a suc- 
cession of engagements to attain the end in view—and, 
other things being equal, will be won by the army which - 
in the silence and leisure of the time of peace has pre- 
pared iteelf most scientifically. P 

The battle of tomorrow is carried on upon a scale 
that requires the occupancy of districts, provinces, 
and regions. Along a battle front reaching a hundred 
and two hundred miles, the contending forces wage 
war incessantly, day and night for weeks at a time. 
Aided by the lessons taught by battling Boefs, Japs 
and Russians and all the death dealing inventions of 
the century past, modern warfare is become slaugh- 
ter. Barbed wire fence entanglements, subterranean 
mines and explosives dropped from balloons now u«ae- 
stroy regiments where before the cannon ball killed 
tens.

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Life and Their Methods of Obtaining A. 
Far and Wide Among the Beggars of the | 
as the Most Easily Worked Cityin America. 


BY FRANK j. BROWN. 
EN a beggar is down, when he finds that 
his game will no longer work in his home 
city, he comes to Chicago, for he is 
brought up on the theory that this city is 
a haven for the beggar who, has gone 
stale, whose hard luck tales have been 


worn out, and whose ingenuity no longer 


furnishes new dodges with which to tap 
the heartstrings and open the purses of the public. 
“Anything will work in this town,” local beggars say, 
and complain that here the professional mendicant finds 
no stimulus for his inventive genius and loses his am- 
bition to invent clever tales, which are wasted on easy 


The writer found during his experience as a men- 
dicant—having spent two weeks recently among the 
beggars—that this is true. You have only to ask the 
average Chicago pedestrian for money and you will get 
it. The suggestion that you want a meal will bring 
you a dime more often than not, and many times when 
you ask for a nickel you are given a quarter. 


* 
Most Beggars Too Lazy to Beg. 
Rarely is it necessary to have recourse to the hard 
luck tale repertory to secure money unless you want 
it in lange amounts. A beggar who does not fear the 
eight hour day at his trade can make a living winter 
and summer. If he is clever he can make as much as 
$15 a week. There are beggars who make more than 
this, but the average street beggar is a bum, who dis- 
likes even this kind of work steadily, and stops when 
he has a quarter which buys him a bed, his dinner, and 
a drink. He does not beg as a business; he begs a 
few minutes or an hour that he may loaf or help “ hold 
up” a barrel house wall the rest of the day. He gets 
his money as easily as he can. 2 
Yet there are those among the begging profession 
that take an-.interest in their work and devote their 
best energies to the development of the wits that bring 
them unearned cash. They wish that Chicago's bus- 
iness may not spoil them and that their tools may not 
grow rusty. 
_ Of course, the “bo” that goes in for this phase of 
the cadging game must be smart and tricky. But you 
will find any number of tramps that are smart when it 
comes to thinking of how not to work and make enough 
money to live on. 


* 
Conversion Method Is Cleverest. 


The cleverest game that is worked in Chicago is 
called the conversion game, and is one little known, 
for there are few men working it. The three who do; 
however, are the idols of the profession, and they work 
but two or possibly three evenings a week and then for 
but little over the length of an evangelistic service. 

In the “conversion” game the “bo” selects one 2%f 
the missions downtown that looks prosperous and has a 
large following of workers. He waits until the service 
begins and then walks down the center aisle and takes 
a seat about four rows from the preacher. He becomes 
much interested in what the preacher is saying. The 
preacher is exorting men to “lead better lives.” The 
“bo” takes out his dirty bandana handkerchief and 
wipes an imaginary tear from his eye. His head drops 
between his hands with his elbows resting on his knees. 
He is a picture of remorse. 

The preacher begins to notice that his words are 
having some effect on this poor “sinner.” He is asked 
to come to the front and be converted. He gets up, 
‘gtarts forward, but goes back and sits down again with 
his head between his hands. : 

More tears. 


; * * 
Converted Three Times a Week. 
The preacher asks one of the “kind brothers” in 


the rear to come and help this poor man to the front. 
He gets to him in time to hear him mutter that “the 


Lord won't have anything to do with me,” and sits 


down beside him. The “bo” finally is coaxed to go to 
the front and be converted. With tears in his eyes and 
with a/husky voice he swears that he will “begin a 
new life tonight.” The “kind brother” praises him 
for the stand he has taken, and tells him how hgg@py he 
' is going to be. A hallelujah is sung. 

The “bo” waits until the service is over, and then 
tells his story. He has been a bum all his life, living 
in the “barrel houses,” and drunk most of the time. 
But now! Although he is broke and hungry, he would 
not accept a penny from any man. No! He will walk 
the streets all night, and in the morning he will find 
work. 

The “kind brother’ says ‘No, that’s no way to 
start on a Christian career.” Walk the streets all 
night? Not much. He “digs” and pulls out a half dol- 
lar. The “bo” refuses to accept the money. The good 
man insists and the “bo” takes the money. He is back 
the next night, and takes a front seat, and his voice is 
the loudest in the singing. The “kind brother” sees 
him, and shakes his hand, and inquires whether he has 
found any work. , 


~~ 
Gets a Suit of Clothes. 


The “bo” tells him that he has answered many 
advertisements, but has been refused work on account 
of his clothes. They are so old and dirty that no one 
will hire him. The “brother” tells him that he has 
some old clothes that he will gladly give him, if he will 
call at his home the next morning. He also gives him 
a quarter. Barly the next morning the “bo” is at the 
“brother’s”’ home and secures an outfit which includes 
an old overcoat. 

That night he doesn’t appear at the meeting. He 
figures that in all probability his kind friend will offer 
him some work. This is what he doesn’t want, so he 
goes to another mission a half mile away and works the 
game there. 

By the time he has gone the rounds of all the mis- 
sions he is forgotten at the first place and stants all 
over again. He doesn’t need to work. He gets con- 
verted twice a week instead. 

One of these “converts,” a big Swede who weighed 
about 200 pounds, worked on the sympathies of a min- 
ister of a Chicago avenue mission about a year agu. 
The minister had converted him, as he thought, and 
had given him money and clothes. He then secured him 
a job in a Christian onganization on La Salle street. 
His duties were those of dishwasher in the restaurant 
that is connected with the organization.

Hallelujahs Over the Dishes. 


On the first day, while washing the dishes, the “con- 
vert” would stop every few minutes to shout “ Hal- 
lelujah” im a voice that could be heard all over the 
place. He was neglecting his work so much that the 
manager thought he would speak to him. 

“Brother, I know you feel happy, but when you 
think that you must ghout hallelujah, I wish that you 
would use the surplus energy and give that dish an 
extra rub.” The “convert” was much offended. He 
thought the manager couldn't be much of a Christian 
to take exception to his shouts. He worked two days 
longer and then thought he would quit. He went to 
the manager and told him that he thought the work was 
too hard. He was paid and left the building. 

A few months later the manager was surprised when 
he was visited by a minister of a downtown mission, 
who had his old dishwasher with him. He had been 
“eonverted”’ the night before, and the minister was 
looking for a job for him. 

The overcoat game is worked best on a cold day, 
when the ground is covered with snow. The “bo” 
goes to the residence districts and greets the housewife 
at the back door, with his coat buttoned tightly and his 
collar turned up around his neck. With his hands in 
his pockets he looks as if he was nearly frozen. 

He tells her that he has been im the city just two 
Gays. He has been working in northern Michigan, in 
the lumber camps, and came to Chicago to get a railroad 
ticket to his home in Iowa. When hegreached here he 
was held up and robbed of all his money and his over-

coat. He hasn't had anything to eat for two days and 
is starving. If he doesn't get an overcoat he will freeze 


to death. 


The chances are that nine times out of ten he gets - 


a mea] and an old overcoat. He takes the coat to West 
Madison street, where it easily is sold for 75 cents 


to some more prosperous bum that has jugt struck town 
is er they are starving. He tells this story in such a straight- 


from a month’s work on the railroad. The “bo” then 
goes to.his lodging house, where he gets his overcoat, 
which has been checked there during the day. The next 
day he is ready again to “ cadge”’ anather overcoat. 
The shoe “gag” is another way the bum has for 
getting money. He usually appears at the kitchen door, 
with his toes sticking out of the bottom of his shoes. 
He tells a story of how he has worn out his shoes 
walking the streets looking for work, and would the 
kind lady give him a pafr of old shoes? If he gets 
them—and he usually does—he takes them to any of 
the basement shoe shops that line West Madison street, 
and is paid 25 to 40 cents for.a good pair of uppers.

Some bums are Known to have sold as many as six 
pairs'in one. day. 

Nearly every citizen who has .walked down West 
Madison street or on Clark street south of Van Buren 
has run up’ against. the “gold ring” swindle... This 
game is worked in many different ways. You may be 
walking along the street, when a bum will pick up a 
gold ring from the sidewalk in front of you. 

He exclaims: “Look, see what I found!’ Of course 
you look. “I wonder if it’s any good?” It looks pretty 
good and shines brightly under the glare of the electric 
light. You. take the ring for a closer look, aid the bum 
says: “Well, it’s of. no use to me. I couldn’t wear it 
with these clothes, and I'd rather sell] it and get some- 
thing to eat. I haven%.eaten for two days.” 

He offers it. to you for 50 cents, if you look easy. 
If you argue about it he will come down to a quarter. 

Another way of selling the ring is when it is offered 
with a pathetic story that goes something like this: 
“ There’s a ring that my poor old mother gave me when 
I left home fifteen years ago. She gave it to me and 
told me that no matter what happened to keep it al- 
ways, for tH was her wedding ring. But I'm down and 
out. I haven’t ‘had a bite to eat all day, and I haven't 
even a place to sleep tonight.”

The:tears now drop from his eyes as he continues, 
“Tl let youthave the ring for $3, buc I’ want it back. 
You give me your name and address, and just as soon 
as I get some money I'll buy it back. If I thought I 
had to part with it for good, why, I'd rather go down 
to the lake and commit suicide.” 

If this story doesn’t have the desired effect of your 
buying the ring for $3, he comes down to $2. “Two 
dollars for this ring. Why, I’m ashamed to offer it to 
you for that. To think of my poor old mother at home. 
What would she say? I know the ring is worth $15, 
but you can have it for $2, so that I can get a bite to 
eat and some place to sleep.” 

If he sells it,to you for a quarter, he considers, him- 
self lucky, for he buys them for 15 cents a dozen. Then 
there is the fellow with the “union” card, that has 
just arrived from Kansas City or any other city that 
might be some distance away. He ‘has been here all 
day, and expects to go to work tomorrow. Would you 
please “stake” him to a meal and a bed?

Beg on Fake Union Cards. 


Where he gets the card is a mystery, but it is said 
that there is a faker on the west side that does a flour- 
ishing business selling ‘bogus union cards to tramps. 

Have you ever met the old fellow on the street ‘that 
has 3 cents and needs 2 more for carfare, so that nae 
can get to South Chicago and go to work? This is about 
the cheapest graft game that the hobo works, still some 
of them make a good living at it. 

Residents of the west side will remember the fellow 
that used to sit on the sidewalk at the west approach 
of the: Madison street bridge. He looked half starved 
and had a large sign which hung from his neck. The 
sign read, “Please help a poor cripple.” He would 
sit there with one of his legs doubled up under him 
during the rush hours of the evening, when the vast 
army of workers were on their way home. He looked 
so piteous. and forlorn that most of the people would 
give him something. About 7 o’clock, when ‘the rush 
was over, and the. street near where he sat became 
deserted, he would pick up his sign and pwt it wndar 
his coat and walk to some “barrel house” faster than 
the average man.” 

The cld “stagers” have .a game that only can be 
used by them, for the part requires an old man with 
a bunch of whiskers. This is the old soldier game. The 
old fellow gets hold of an old blue coat and sews on 
some brass buttons, and gets a mail carrier’s old hat 
and also a cane. He touches you for a dime and tells 
you that he is one of the Grand army veterans. He was 
with Sherman in the march across Georgia, or fought 
under Grant at Vicksburg. Through some misunder- 
standing.and red tape at Washington he never has re- 
ceived any pension, and would starve if it wasn’t for 
the kindness of some people. 

The “bandage” game is used mostly in the outly-

Does Not Use His Natural Advantages. 


Another old time game that Chicago still stands for 
Is the “funeral” game. He makes his Mving on the 
funerals of imaginary relatives. Even the professional 
beggar likes variety in his work, and so in the course 
of a week he kills off every member of his family: 
The favorites for funerals are wives and mothers-in- 
law, but some of the furgeral workers, as they are called, 
take delight in ‘having odd relatives, such a8 dead moth- 
er’s great aunts, die. The plea is to keep the body from 
the potter’s field or the dissecting table and is one that 
makes money. Chicago people do not like to think of 
unburied bodies and help to bury thousands of non- 
existents annually. 

One of the most artful mendicants I encountered 
during my experience as a beggar was “Splinter.” Al- 
though, as his name is supposed to indicate, “ Splinter” 
used a peg leg, he did not make use of his misfortune 
in soliciting aid from his pasturage. I grew quite close

in “Splinter’s ’”’ confidence and, while I wasn’t allowed to 
poach on his preserves, he warmed up and became quite 


confidential after housing in the same “hotel” with 
me several successive nights. 

Mark, that was his Christian name, had a clever 
head and what seemed to me to be an unusual amount 
of self-respect for a beggar. In his early days as a 
worker of the public, he had relied on his wooden leg 
to gain sympathy. “Even a wooden leg will make a 
Chicago sucker come down with the cush,” he says. 
But his ambition to‘use his wits did not allow him to 
stay at this long and he has changed his dodge regu- 
larly the first of each year. Mark's 1906 game was the 
bottle dodge, worked in the following way: 

He had a number of pockets, belts of them, arranged 
around the lining of his coat. In each pocket was a 
four ounce bottle of colored fluid. One bottle was used 
at a time. 

* * . 
Converts Colored Water Into Dollars. 

Carrying the bot e loosely in his hand he would 
stumble. against a wo n, fall and break the bottle. 
Immediately he struggled to rise to his foot and peg, 
sobbing violently. Inquiry,or exhibition of sympathetic 
feeling brought the explanation that the bottle had 
contained medicine for his dying wife, im. exchange for 
which there nearly always was the Chicagoan’s ready 
quarter or half dollar. The trick was repeated many 
times in different streets. This game was a paying one 
and an almost sure worker. It wasn’t hard to break a 
dozen bottles a day, so no wonder “Splinter” was re- 
puted to have money in the bank. 

It is interesting to notice how the beggar introduces 
variety into his work. Thus “Splinter” would vary his 
game from year to year and in detail by using different 
colors of “money water” in his bottles. Sometimes 
the medicine was for his child, sometimes for his 
mother, and sometimes for. his wife.

8: Stone, rector of St. James’ Episcepa 
church, one of the most fash , 


ligious organizations in Chicago. *“ Swear- 
ing became a fad among the women of the 
smart set about ten years ago,” he von- 
tinued, “ when they were so carried away 
with that other fad of riding the bicycle. It seems to 
be a natural accompaniment to sporting amusements, 
and as these are more popular than ever before among 
women, so swearing is more widespread and common. 

“The reign of the Aytemnecbile ix Denoasines largely 
for the practice today. The aut and the country 
club more than any other factors in modern life are 
responsible for the profanity and the other evil ten- 
dencies among women. 3 

“Women have come to drive the machines as deftly 
as men drive them, they put their strength to the same 
tests that men do, they loaf about the country clubs, 
using the same sporting language that men use, and 
they easily slip from the other masculine practices 
into profanity. : 

“Women have come to drink what men drink, smoke 
what men smoke, think what men think, and speak the 
game profane language that men speak-——that is, cer- 
tain ultra smart women. 

“They long since have ceased to go to church, and 
they look on Sunday as a day of ennui. Even. the pink 
teas or afternoon and evening salons of a few years 
ago that used to enliven that day no longer interest 
them. They have demanded other, more exciting amuse- 
ments for Sundays, and have turned to their country 
clubs, their golf, and their automobile speeding.

Spend Sunday Mixing Cocktails. 

“The twenty-four hours that ought to be given over 
to rest, relaxation, and spiritual uplifting they spend in 
mixing cocktails, talking the relative merits of differ- 
ent machines, and placing odds. 

“The bicycle, golf, and the automobile have changed 
the standards of womanhood. The ideal no longer is 
the delicate and retiring type of woman, who finds her 
amusement and her happiness in her home with ‘her 
children. The ideal now is the athletic woman, well 
versed in all the popular scandal, the popular amuse- 
ments, and the popular sports. In cut she is tailor 
made; in bearing, mental and physical, she is masculine. 
She walks with a masculine stride and she thinks with 
a masculine point of view.” |

women of Chicago do not hesitate to follow her exam- 
ple, if one may believe the recent confessions of a little 
telephone operator who said some rather hard things 
this winter about the language of the fashionable 
women.

Then she stopped, blushed, and stammered, “Of 
course, ‘d ’ doesn’t count—it isn’t profanity, exact- 
ly. Everybody says ‘d sg 

Whatever the testimony of individuals, however, 
there is a preponderance of evidence on the affirmative 
side, and the old saying to “swear like a fishwoman” 
may have to be changed to suit niodern conditions, if 
the many stories Affoat.are true. 

Trades people say that society women swear, serv- 
ants reiterate the statement, the young members of the 
country clubs add their testimony, and certain repre- 
sentatives of the press declare there are swearing belts 
in the fashionable districts of all the large eastern 
cities, 

The men..of the Chicago fashionable world, when 
‘asked'te testify as to whether the women of their circle 
swear, Were not prepared with general ;statements. A 
husband, a brother, and a close friend of three fashion- 
able women were approached, however, and their evi- 
dence all points.to the same conclusion.

: Swears Only Before Her Husband. 

“ My wife or her friends swear?” began the husband 
irately. ‘—TWo sentences later he qualified his ejacula- 
tion: “2 wife or her friends make a practice of 
swearing?” he repeated, lamely. ¢ 

And he ended with the calm statement, “I never 
heard any woman swear, unless I might except my 
wife. She simply has a few little phrases that she 
uses before me only and we both always laugh when 
she says them.” 

The brother made the same general statement. He

few of his expressions, but he never had heard her use 
them in the presence of anybody living except himself, 
and he was willing to take an oath that she would not.

"She spoke to her proprietor and with the risk of losing 


her position. “She is so stupid that she can think of 
no words of disapproval except ‘swear words. It’s only 
the stupid ones that swear. Swearing I’ve noticed 
among the folks I know at home and among the society 
women is a sign of stupidity, and I won't stand for it. 
There are too many good positions where society womed 
never have access nor a chance to swear at you!’

In the Foyer of a Country Club, 


At one of the country clubs, also, if the woman who 
swore had intended merely to be witty she did not con- 
vey her meaning clearly to the young bud, not yet pre- 
sented, who happened to be one of the bystanders. A 
bit of the rare lace on the waist of this beautiful woman 
caught in the hook of her automobile coat and tore. 

The crowd in the foyer followed the example of the 
painter in the song and “stopped to hear,” for she 
stated how she felt about the incident in language that 
was said at least to be highly emotional. 

“She did not say one word of apology; she did not 
look an apology even,” said the bud who heard it. 

“O, yes, but that is Mrs. So-and-Go. She is quick in 
her temper, but she is so beautiful, and so charming, 
and so rich, and her position is so assured that she 
can do anything.” 

In jest, in anger, in ennui, quite commonly in private 
and with others of their- own sex, and occasionally 
under emotionalism in public society women are gaid 
to swear. Still, an attempt to locate the: “swearing 
belt” in Chicago, such as is said by members of the 
press to exist in other cities, was not succebsful.

Highly Ornate Words in a Drug Store. 


“a clerk in a fashionable drug store in an aristocratic 
part of town was beguiled into the admission that a 
clique of fashionable young girls visited his soda foun- 
tain and cigaret stand in numbers. Their language, ac- 
cording to his phraseology, is “quite ornate,” but fur- 
ther details are lacking, except that their parentage is 
of the severest, most straftlaced type. He was ready 
with an explanation—an explanation that he had got 
fresh from some one else, some well intentioned elderly 
gentleman who had been talking over the situation of 
the young girls who swore. They had come into the 
custom at-college, where it was the fashion fora part 


of the girls to ape men’s mgnners and bestow their at-. 


tention on the other more f#minine portion of the stu- 
dent body. Cigaret smoki and swearing were a part 
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of the general scheme of imitation. Still, from that one 
drug store the swearing belt could not be traced north, 


south, east, or west. 

Efforts to explain the custom have been only partly 
satisfactory. The Rev. James Stone offered another rea- 
son for it in addition to the one of the sporting fad. 


He thinks the custom of cigaret smoking, drinking, 


gwearing has come from abroad. It is well known 

the women of foreign countries have for centuries 
been’ more accustomed to these practices than Ameri- 
cans. On the other hand, foreign travel never has been 
so common among Americans as within the last few 
years. Swearing, he believes, is one of the practices 
they have picked up in foreign parts. 

* * 
Swearing an Aristocratic Habit. 


One student of sociology explains the custom dif- 
%rently. The aristocracy of all countries and of all 
times have been addicted to swearing. Take, for in- 
stance, the court of Charles IL, Queen Blizabeth, any 
of the French monarchs, and, indeed, all others except 
those of the Puritan days, and the members of the circle 
used profane language trippingly. In America our aris- 
tocracy is the aristocracy of wealth, and the members 
are but carrying out the time honored practice of 
their set. 

In the case of all aristocracy 6wearing is rather 
thought to be the result of idleness; of a tendency to 
cultivate the physical and emotional instead of the 


mental. ‘ 
Swearing is said to be the confession of mental 
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weakness. The profane words take the 
place of a cutting remark or a witticism. 
The occasion that calls forth oaths is 
one that could appropriately more be 
met with words that would definitely 
state the grievance, at the same time 
carrying the reproof the occasion war- 
ranted, or with a jest that relieved the 
tenseness of the situation. 

The use of the oath at such a time indicates, there- 
fore, according to psychologists, either that one’s facul- 
ties are incapable of turning the appropriate phrase or 
that they temporarily are paralyzed by emotionalism.

‘** Emotionalism ** Offered as an Excuse. 

Intense emotionalism is the excuse offered in the 
past for the alleged profanity of women of the stage, 
who have held the palm for felicitous swearing un- 
questioned until now, when.the society woman, accord- 
ing to rumor, has appeared as a rival. Whatever the 
mental aptitude for repartee of the beautiful prima 
donna, it is not e@onsidered surprising that she cannot 
command her faculties at the momént in the last dress 
rehearsal when the chorus does not come in on time, 
the orchestra plays off the key, the stage manager de- 
clares her favorite climax is a fright as rendered, and 
the color scheme of the setting interferes with the color 
of her gsown—all of this happening within the space of 
one minute. 

Under the stress of such emotionalism she has been 
more or less excused for being able to command only 
some stereotyped exclamation to which convention has 
given a Significance. If the society woman, however, 
fails to produce some equally good excuse for her use 
of profanity she will, according to sociologists and

peycholegists. be convicted of the other 
charge of stupidity.

Profanity-Comes Easily inDramas. 

Literature and song are not lacking 
in testimonials:to the ‘effect that society 
women swear. Lily Bart never is guilty 
of a profane utterance, but how easily 
and how. naturally she or her women as- 
sociates might slip-an oath inthe milieu 
furnished her by the actual and the at- 
mospheric setting of “The House of 
Mirth?’ Co ng occasions furnished 
by her with those afforded, say, 
Eligabeth of ‘ Pride and Prejudice,”’ 
IAly almost ought to be awarded a 
medal for her j abstemiousness. She 
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and other modern heroines have all but sworn, and con- 
sidering the settings in which their stories are unfolded 
we are safe in saying that the heroines have #worn on 
other occasions not chronicled in the narratives. As 
their surroundings are celebrated in literature as life- 
like reproductions of modern society, one may draw 
one’s own conclusions as to whether fashionable women 
swear. 

As for song, what is that Yale ditty in which the 
girls always come in ‘so strong on the chorus, the re- 
frain of which is “by gosh,’ a phrase not more than 
twice removed from the family of swear words! 

At all events, the change that has come over the 
society of men and women as to what constitutes the 
proprieties with respect to one’s conduct and one's 
speech is chronicled today in many, many incidents.

Memory Gem in Souvenir Book. 

A Harvard man of Chicago, high in social standing 
and high in standing with Bradstreet and Dun, when 
asked to write a memory gem in the souvenir book of 
his fiancée, thus inscribed himself: 

“Here's to Buster, tried and true! 
She’s a drunkard through and through! 
There's a legend, some folks say, 
That when she goes to heaven, 
She will go the other way?” 

On the part of this man’s wife surely a little pro- 
fanity now and then may be indulged in, while his and 
her serene and puritanical fathers smile benigniy on 
them from their heavy moldings. 

Perhaps a little added zest of enjoyment will go into 
this man’s and this woman's oaths from the instinctive 
herror of them which is every American's heritage from 
their Cromwellian ancestry. 

Indeed, one of the theories advanced by psycholo- 


gists; for the extremely keen pleasure dnd satisfaction 
that the women of the United States seem to derive 
from swearing is due to the puritanical traditions 
against it, The queen of our bridge whist table and 
the little grill supper at the end of the auto jaunt has 
descended more often than we consider in a direct line 
from the enemies of Charles I. and his extravagances 
and -his little suppers and his high stakes! It’s the 
free spirit crying out against the.restrictions of Puri- 
tan tyranny, which Puritanism, with its awful con- 
science, is a part of her own heritance.

Claim Equal Rights with Men. 


After all one has been ied to ask, What constitutes 


feminine profanity? The word “d——,” according to the 


woman of the telephone experience, is not a swearing 
term. Is not, after all, the profanity of women limited 
in its range? Are there more than two or three words 
that make up the vocabulary of profanity for them? 
Is there a Word really more potent to thrill the femi- 
nine love of the daring in speech than the word 
“d———"? When a woman gives vent to that fearful 
oath does she not consider the fills of her sex avenged? 
Does she not then feel emancipated, on an equal foot- 
ing with man? Is not the Whole situ-tion summed up 
simply in this,: that when with laughable self-con- 
sciousness, frowning and labored, she utters the little 


' word, she believes herself to be fearless and on a foot- 


ing of equal liberty with the other sex? Does not her 
swearing vocabulary, after all, consist of this ‘one 
word? 

The best authorities say the situation is not so hap- 
pily explained nor so simple. Lovely woman has added 
“h "to her répertoire of invective performance, and 
another word, which yet does not press the gamut of 
woman’s rage, is “d——!" There are other worse terms 
still! 

And if it be so, is it well that it is so? Is it a good 
thing that women swear? Woman first was asked the 
question, and the specific one to whom it was put—a 
college woman  (incidentally)—replied, “Why not? 
Should men haye a monopoly on the only strong con- 
Gemnatory adjectives in the language?”

More Healthful to Swear Than Cry. 


A man, when asked the same question, made the 
answer, “ Well, I'd much rather she would Swear than 
ery!” 

“Should women swear?’ The question was put 
still another time and on this occasion # Was asked 
of a prominent doctor. 

“Tt’s a bad thing to have profanity bottled up with- 
in,” smiled the great physician. “I'd say, get it out 
by all means, if it’s there. A girl that can swear a 
streak seldom has hysterics. It's much more ‘healthful 
to swear.”

The results of swearing among the women of fash- 
ion? Dr. Stone mentioned one which he considers more 
serious than the many others. It will tend to vul- 
garize the human race.

are exquisite on a white dotted Swiss, especially if 
to this is added a touch of plain light blue lawn in 
the belt and light blue feathers'\in the chapeau. 

A black muslin de soie hat with a pale green 
feather would suggest itself as perfect completion 
of the cream and green gown, and the whole is far 
easier to achieve if the idea crystallizes while there 
is time for the picking up of leftovers in the acces- 
sories, and for the best selection as to color and in- 
expensive quality in the materials. 

Plain colored organdie of fine and beautiful quality 
is to be laid over organdie of another color. Mauve 
used for a lining promotes exquisite gowns of this 
description, either with pale blue, pale green, or pink. 
One already achieved has the rather newer combina- 
tion of the pink over the mauve and this is trimmed 
with incrustations of ivory lace edged with black 
valenciennes. Wide cream bands are used on both 
bodice and skirt, the lace being & jour to show the 
mauve underdregs. 

This way of mounting one thin fabric with another 
color igs one of the prettiest outlets in the world for 
the woman who wears black or black and white. 
Black organdie or silk mull or mousseline de soie 
made with tucks and ruffies of the same, interspersed 
with thin black lace insertions, makes a charmihg 
separate slip to be worn over equally sheer white or- 
gandie and cut on the same lines, or, if one chooses, 
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accordion plaited. The tucks and ruffles are part of 
the success of such a frock because of the difference 


in the transparency. 


For making into real washing frocks ae return 


to the plain lawns, muslins, dimities, and even simple 
little ginghams already is certain., These are small 
and simple in pattern and are not necessarily ex- 
pensive, and, in fact, are chosen at a price which long 
azo was considered sufficient for wash gowns, .but 
which hasn’t been known since the day of linens. They 
are maneuvered by tucks, insertion, and much 
“needling,”’ as the Germans say, into pretty confec- 
tions. The daintiness-and care with which they are 
made is the expression of style and, carrying out this 
idea, the union of waist and skirt into a princess 
frock will continus. 

The lawn and muslin frock treated in this way is 
a wholly different affair in appedrance to a separate 
skirt and blouse bodice, although they are the same 
thing from the cutting point of view, and there is 
nothing better for the early sewer to get than sweet 
little checked gingham dresses which may be made up 
in this way with the addition of plenty of tucks on 
both waist and skirt and a bit of embroiderie Anglaise 
or really good lace on the former. The skirts should 
just clear the ground and the dress should be worn 
over a frou frou of dainty petticoats. When the waist 
and skirt are joined by a belt of the lace or em- 
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distinction is added by buttoning it up the 


broidery, 
but down through the 


back not only of the blouse 
depth of the placket. 

The jumper or cut out frock will be seen in all 
varieties for linens, rich plaid ginghams, and dark 
dimities—in fact, the majority of simple wash dresses 
will be open at the neck at least, with a guimpe of 
thinner material to set in under. This makes the hot 
weather dress of heavy material possible, and one 
thing for the buyer to remember is that pique is a 
fabric that will this year have much prestige. For 
instance, a pique tailored and plaited skirt-with a box 
plaited blouse cut low and finished with stitched band 
around the top, and cut sleeveless, is ideal in white 
when worn over a guimpe and full sleeves of white 
openwork embroidery. This model is illustrated, the 
girdie giving the short waist effect. 

Enough importance cannot be given to the use of 
the kind of embroidery work which comes upon a 
thick ground and which can be found even in the 
cheaper machine made things. It is of needle work 
having this look, that crisp, distingué things are made, 
and, where one does not embroider, it is a fact to re- 
member that, after all, embroiderie Anglaise only re- 
sembles the simpler Hamburg manufacturings with 
later and cheaper elaborations eliminated. 

This touch of white openwork is used in many 
ways, one of the best being the deep pointed collar 
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which opens up the back and front. This pointe@ 
collar is one of the things to be reckoned with ané@ 
the little dress upon which it is seen is dark blue 
Persian lawn. -The low Dutch neck, by the way, will 
be seen on many hot weather frocks—even stiffly 
tailored shirt waist suits—although the guimpe with 
high collar eventually will be the one that we will 
settle down to prefer, especially with the ease of reée- 
moving it to launder as one of the things to consider, 

The cross over blouse, assuming V shape both at 
back and front, also is one of the things that can be 
depended upon, and for the trimming of dresses of 
this kind simple bands of embroidery insertion will be 
used. For the thin guimpe to wear under such @ 
frock a good plan is to go over old lingerie waista, 
using the sleeves to make new collars and replacing 
the worn places. Enough can be gotten out usually 
to make a nice sleeveless lining which can be held in 
place with a shirr string just above the wafst line and 
cutting off the part which fills up the skirt. 

On the contrary, if you are making waist and 
sleeves for a dimity which is to be worn over, choose 
the thicker white openwork stuff. For a fanciful 
dress the little bolero buttoning in the back and 
hanging loose from the figure: after the order of the 
one illustrated will be a popular fashion. . 

One of the fancies for giving the touch of color 
to the summer gowns will be in plaid sashes and 
girdles. Of course, there is a when and how for mak- 
ing tnis fashion effective, and one of the best com- 
binations for the plaid silk is with a sheér white linen 
rather tailor made and brought out by openwork lace 
or embroidery in strong design. Teneriffe is . used 
prettily in the frock illustrated, . 

One of the most successful skirts for wash mate- 
rials and even for voiles is arranged with a deep 
gathered flounce set on rather above the knees, alter- 
riately tucked in groups of two and three, and inlet 
with insertions and lace. A particularly pretty gown 
of gray ami white flowered muslin is made after this 
fashion with insertions of gray lace. For the corsage 
there ts a high pelt and skeleton fichu arrangement 
of the muslin worn over a blouse of gray lace, which 
is again cut out at the neck to show a tiny chemle- 
cette of tucked white organdie or Swiss. A this 
lining of this white shows through the lace blouse.

Frances D.—I am very stout and I must re- 
duce quickly as I am a Lyceum reader, and 
can not step upon the platform unless my 
figure is good. What can Edo. I donot want 
to wait for the ordinary methods of weight 
reduction. I must take off nearly fifty pounds 
in a great hurry. . 

The quickést way to reduce is to live en- 
tirely upon milk. Take a full glass every 
hour. But this is very weakening. I would 
try the Berlin dietary if I were you. You 
must not reduce faster than half a pound a 
day or you will injure your health. Most very 
stout people have kidney trouble. 

D. W. Q.—I note in the columns of the pa- 
pers a great many advertisements for face 
powders. Do you consider them harmful? 
Do they injure the skin, and would you advise 
anyone to take them up. I have never used 
powder. My skin is poor, and I have often 
thought 'I would like to put a little on my 
face if it would not permanently injure the 
cuticle, , 

I am glad you have brought up this ques- 
tion. I consider face power both beneficial 
and pleasant. It protects the skin from dust 
and it certainly greatly improves the appear- 
ance. It takes off the objectionable shine. 
Nearly all pretty women use face powder, 
and I can say that I think it a désirable ad- 
dition to the dressing table. ' : 

G.—I have two deep furrows in the middle 
of my forehad between my eyes. They make 
me look as though I were scowling. I have 
been wondering if there is any way of taking 
such wrinkles out of the forehead of a woman 
who is nearly fifty years old. I have always 
had them. Will they come out? 

Yes, indeed, they will come out. You prob- 
ably haye defective eyesight, which would 
make you frown. You must steam your fore- 
head lightly with hot water, but not suffi- 
clently to take the skin off. Then rub some 
cold cream into It every night, massaging the 
skin until no more cream will sink in. 

Katharine D.—I took your advice about my 
wrinkles, The first steaming took them 
nearly all away. After I had rubbed in the 
cold cream I could hardly see a wrinkle. It 
was as you sald largely a matter of congested 
pores. 

Most wrinkles can be traced to congested 
pores. Open a wrinkle and look into it. You 
will see a tiny dark line, which Isreally a line 
of blackheads. Remove these and your wrin- 
kle will be gone. It has been tried often. 

L. H.—Where can I get your face prepara- 
tions put up? I would like a complete set of 
them, but have not been able to buy them 
anywhere. 

They are not for sale. I do not gell any of 
my remedies. I bought the formulas in this 
country and in Europe and have saved them 
for the readers. They will cost you nothing 
at all, you know. Simply write and ask for 
what you want and the formula will be for- 
warded to you. But be sure to inclose a'gelf- 
addressed stampedenvelope.

H. D. E.—I.am trying your treatment for 
superfluous hair upon the upper lip. What 
can I do for my arms which are such that I 
can not wear short sleeves. I have always 
been afflicted in this manner. 

You can try the game treatment. The hair 
upon your arms will gradually grow lighter 


and will then disappear. The treatment is 
pretty sure to kill the roots in a very short 
time. I don’t think you need worry about the 
~ results. The treatment has never been known 
to fall thus far. : 
Elliot: G.—I am a girl in spite of my boyish 
name. And I long to have a nice figure. I 
used to be just a thirty-six. But Ihave grown 
heavy, and now my feet hurt me so that I 
can not walk. What would you advise a girl 
like me—for I am only 24—to do in such a pre- 
dicament. 
You, are far too young to grow stout. In- 
deed, there is no age when a woman need 
resign hersem to such conditions. I would 


dip my feet in hot ‘water every night and rub 


them with vaseline. Wear thin shoes and 
walk rapidly: In @ little while you will find 
your feet improving. 

Miss Manhattan—I am a resident of New 
York, yet I read your paper every Sunday. 
I am bothered with a dirty face. That is the 
only way to express it. The dust gets into the 
pores, and my skin is very unattractive. You 
seem to help so many others, can you be of 
aseistance to me? 

Steam your face once a week with warm 
cloths. Then wash with soap and water. Ap- 
ply a good skin food while your face is warm 
and mojst. 

Kate R.—I thank you very much for your 
suggestions with regard to diet. They are 
certainly good. But we mortals, in the shape 
of women, are never satisfied. And now that 
I have reduced my weight I must get rid of 
my wrinkles. They lie all around my mou 
In heavy folds. What can I do? 

Steam your face lightly once in a while. 
Then wash with soap and water. Rinse with 
enough benzoin in the water to make the bowl 
milky. It takes about fifteen drops to a basin 
of water. 

H.—What can I do for hands that are a 
sight. I work hard all day in a shirt waist 
factory. At night I wash my hands with soap 
and go home. I do not see why they should 
chap so terribly when I do so little hard labor 
with my hands. I do not even wash dishes. nor 
dust. \ My work is clean. 

Washing dishes does not hurt the hands, 
neitner does dusting. The trouble is that you 
dip your hands in water before going out in 
the brisk air. I would almost suggest that you 
go home without washing: your hands. Then 
wash them in a basin with a little common 
oatmeal thrown in the water. Use soap, but 
wash it off well. Then dry your hands by 
rubbing them five minutes with a tiny speck 
of mutton tallow. It is a very good way. 

I am reducing rapicly with your Ber- 
lin dietary and now I am inclined to try the 
milk diet for a change. Do you advise it? 

I hardly advise the milk diet for the rea- 
gon that it is apt to be weakening: The rule 
is a glass of milk every hour, as regularly 
as the clock strikes. It reduces you rap- 
idly but it is weakening. Why not stick to 
the dietary, which always is good? 

M. F. W.: Do you think it is a good thing 
to massage the face with: cold cream every 
night. I made some cream after your for- 
mula and it has taken all the wrinkles out 
of my face. Now, do you advise me to keep 
on? ‘ 

If you have been so fortunate as to take 
the wrinkles out of your face I think you 
might safely massage it twice a week, in- 
stead of every night. The cold cream is an 
excellent thing.

While the soup is 
‘simmering put about a tabbespoonful of sugar 
in an fron saucepan, and when it browns and 
burns add tWo tablespoonfuls of chopped 
onions, then two or three tablespoonfuls of 

“water; add this to the soup; add a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a saltspoonful of pepper. 
Sirain the soup, return it to the kettle, add 
half a pint of blocks of bread that have been 
stirred up with beaten egg; bring to a boil and 
serve with grated cheese.

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Spinach on Toast— 

[gs an excellent luncheon dish. A half peck 
of the vegetable is boiled in salted water unti] 
tender. Drain and chep fine. To this add 
thickened milk. Into @ saucepan put a 
tablespoonful of butter, to which, when 
melted, add an even tablespoonful of flour. 
Rub smooth. Stir in slowly a cupful of milk 
and let boil and thicken before mixing with 


the spinach. Serve hot on squares of toast. 


Brussels sprouts may be served in the same 
way, and if thoroughly cocked are both pal- 
atable and digestible.”

MACARONI, PLAIN—Boil a aalf pound 
of the sticks well broken up, and when fully 


swelled and tender [usuaily in twenty min- - 


utes] drain and rinse in clear water. Thick-

@ tablespoonful of butter: Drop in the 
macaroni to heat through and serve at once. 

MACARONI AND CHEESE—Boil and 
Grain the macaroni, place a layer ina baking 
dish, then a layer of cracker crumbs, salt, 
red pepper, and grated cheese.

MACARONI, SOUTHERN STEW-—Slice 
two slices of bacon fine and fry in an iron 
kettle; then add four onions cut up fine and 
fry brown. Stir in one can of roast beef 
cut fine, and one quart of hot water. Stew 
one-half hour, add a can of tomatoes, salt, 
pepper, and a pincna of alispice and cook 
twenty minutes. It then should be cooked 
down to a rich, quite thick stew. Just be- 
fore serving stir in one quart of boiled 
macaroni. Heap on a large hot platter and 
serve at once. 

MACARONI OMELET—Take one cupful of 
cooked macaroni, cut up fine; beat six eggs, 
season to suit, add two cupfuls of milk, a 
tablespoonful of flour, and one of butter. 
Stir all well together, pour into a _ hot, 
greased frying pan, and when well set, finish 
on the top grate of a hot oven. 

BAKED MACARONI, COLD—This can be 
prepared in the morning and makes a nice 
kupper dish. One quart of boiled macaroni 
cut in inch pieces; one quart of milk, two 
tablespoonfuls flour, salt, and pepper to 
taste, and one cupful of grated cheese. Bake

To Serve Oranges— 


Por breakfast, cut the peel so as to leave 
inch-wide band about the center, then cut fey 
turn inside out so as to leave the sections out; 
fasten together in a circle with a tiny skewer. 

Another way is to cut the peel from the 
blossom end toward the stem into petals, 
then peel down, tucking points in; force sec- 
tions of fruit open that they may be easily 
removed. 

ORANGE OMELET—Beat four yolks of 
with four teaspoonfuls of fine sugar. 
Add a pinch of salt to the whites and beat 
until dry and firm. Pour the yolks over 
the whites, adding the grated rind of one 
orange and three tablespoons of juice. Mix 
lightly. Cook in hot butter until firm; spread 
with orange pulp, fold, garnish with sections 
and serve. 

ORANGE BAVAROISE.—Dissolve one- 
fourth of a package of gelatin in one-third 
of a cupful of cold water; then heat. Strain 
into @ cupful of orange juice and pulp, 
and add the juice of half a lemon and three- 
fourths of a cupful of sugar. Set on ice; 
when congealing, stir in a pint of whipped 
cream; turn into a mold lined with blood 
9ranges, and garnish with candied peel. 

ORANGE ICE CREAM—Take one quart of 
cream, half a cupful of sugar, the juice of 
two sweet oranges, the grated rind of one, 
and the beaten yolks of four eggs; scald and 
cool and freeze to mush. Then fill orange 
shelis, refill the caps, and pack in ice for 
two hours. 

MOUSSELINE ORANGE—MIx four table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, the juice of two oranges, 
four level tablespoonfuls of butter, and the 
beaten yolks of six eggs. Set in boiling water 
and stir until blended, cool. Then add the 
stifliy beaten whites, pour into a buttered 
mold, and steam for an hour and a half. 
Sprinkle with stale macaroon crumbs, and 
garnish with orange sections. 

ORANGE GULACE—Make orange jelly and 
when congealing coat the molds thickly with 
it, then insert a spoonful of orange marma- 
lade, and on this a white blanc mange, to 
which has been added while warm the beaten 
whites of eggs. Set on ice. Serve with 
boiled custard or sweetened cream. 
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Food Wrapped in Paper. 

Food articles that are damp should never 
be left in ordinary paper. Paper is made of 
wood pulp, rags, glue, lime, and similar sub- 
stances intermixed with acids and chemicals. 
When damp, it should not be allowed to come 
in —- with things that are to be eaten.

STRING BEAN SALAD.—Cut the tops 
from green peppers and remove the inside. 
Take a can of French string beans, or cut 
the ordinary ones into narrow lengthwise 
strips; cover them with French dressing, and 
let them grow cold. Make some balls of 
cream cheese by mashing a whole one witha 
fork and adding enough French dressing to 
make the whole smooth—about a tablespoon- 
ful to a whole cheese. Fill the peppers with 
the beans, letting them come well up at the 
top, and put a cheese ballontop ofeach. Ar- 
range on @ flat dish on lettuce. Serve thin 
crackers with the salad. 

CAVIARE AND ASPIC SALAD.—Make a 
clear aspic jelly by simmering a knuckle of 
veal, the bones of a chicken, and a quart of 
water, with a sprig of parsley and a slice 
of onion. When reduced to a pint beat the 
white of an egg a little, and with the broken 
shell stir this in and let it boil up well once. 
Strain throu a flannel. Dissolve a level 
tablespoonful*of gelatin in cold water, and 
mix this in the hot stock and again strain. 
Color delicately with a Httle green vegetable 
coloring and set on ice ina mold. Boil four or 
five eggs hard, and when cold cut them in 
lengthwise halves and remove the yolks. 
Fill aith caviare, and when the salad is 
needed turn out the aspic, arrange the egg 
halves around it on watercress, and pass 
French dressing. 

ROQUEFORT SALAD.—Separate slightly 
a white head of lettuce which has beenin ice 
water and arrange among the leaves bits of 
Roquefort cheese, using two tablespoonfuls 
to a head of lettuce. Surround the whole with 
watercress and pour over it a French dress- 
ing. Serve sandwiches of buttered brown 
Boston bread with it. 

SPINACH CUPS.—Wash well half a peck 
of spinach| and cook it without water by 
steaming it in a covered saucepan until there 
is enough juice to cook it in. Put it twice 
through the meat chopper until it is per- 
fectly smooth and season with salt, cayenne, 
and lemon juice. Prees this into small molds, 
putting it around the bottom and the sides, 
but leaving a space in the middle. When 
cdld fill the'cups with mayonnaise made stiff 
with a level spoonful of gelatin dissolved in 
water added to a cup of the dressing. Turn 
out and serve on lettuce, with a little riced 
yolk of the egg on each.

The concert opened with the Schumann 
F major Quartet, had as its middle number

Interest centered chiefly in the Ravel selec- 
tion, albeit enjoyment came principally from 
the Schumann and the Mozart. M. Ravel 
is a music maker in sunny France who 
is but little known in this country. He nas 
the reputation among certain of his fellow 
citizens as one of the most daring of the 

modern” composers, and some of the ad- 
vanced spirits in concert giving in Europe 
and in the United States have conquered the 
strangeness of his writings and have placed 
them before the patient public. 

Mr. Kneisel and his associates are among 
sucn advanced spirits, and feel it is their ob- 
ligation to ‘give the Ravel quartet hearing. 
The feeling is a wholly commendable one, 
and the audience realized that a service had 
been performed for which at least acknow!- 
edgment should be made, even if thanks could 
not be returned in the form of a request of 
more of the same kind. 

Two movements of the Quartet were played 
—taose which evidently correspond to the 
slow movement and the scherzo of the normi! 
quartet. And what were they like? Like 
fairly beautiful music which has been sent 
to an inaccurate copyist, and then ts played 
in masterly fasl.ion from parts filled with 
wrong notes. It is discontented music such 
as many of our “moderns” write. Music 
restless, indefinite, filled with squirming 
melodic wigglers and twisted, deformed. har- 
monic monsters. Music waich sounds as if 
it might be beautiful if it were played right, 
ser which is played right when ft sounds 
ugly. 

The first movement of the Ravel quartet 
has a fairly distinct and clear melodic wig- 
gler which floats along upon and through the 
narmonic surf, with a considerable amount 
of grace, and not without a certain attrac- 
tiveness. It is a wiggler evidently born in 
eastern waters, for it has a pronouncedly 
oriental quirk to its tail, and the strange 
colors and tints of the harmonic fluid in which 
it disports itself but add to the unaccidental 
impression produced. The movement is one 
which interests and piques curiosity, and :t 
Was superbly played by the Kneisels.

Abe: of tae four instruments goes 
off on a pitgicato jag and, although occa- 
sionally they bump into each other and take 
a step or two on the solid earth of sustained 
tone, they usually are careering wildly 
around and paying no attention to each other.

How Comedians 
Make Their Fun. 


Louts Harrison is one of the few comedians 
who has no distinguishing habit of dress. He 
is funny in any garb, although lately he has 
played several parts in which he has been 
“got up” in picturesque habilaments. 
Frank Moulan, who fs funny in ‘The Mika- 
do”’ and as funny in “ The Grand Mogul,” 
likes to wear outlandish clothes. He gets a 
great deal of his vempeced sarahhine es ot 
ling contrast that ex n size between 
him and his wife, Mevde'Lillian Berri. 

Thomas Q. Seabrooke has had costuming 
to thank for many of his successes. This 
started as far back as “ The Isle of Cham- 
pagne,’’ in which he sang the one time cele- 
brated ‘‘ Down Went McGinty.””’ He wasa 
comedian back in the '70s, was Seabrooke, 
but he has worn well. 

Master of the frank and open hearted 
method of rustic humor is Denman Thomp- 
son. W. H. Crane is funny in character 
parts and also as the rich old man who gets 
his pleasure giving money away. Talking 
about giving away money as an ingredient of 
comedy is remindful that the late Jerome 
Sykes, who played in “ The Billionaire,”’ 
made that one of his strongest cards. Tom 
Lewis, who plays The Unknown in George M. 
Cohan’s “ Little Johnnie Jones,’’ is a sort 
of combination of Sykes and Frank Daniels. 
Those who have seen him know that he is 


funny.

_ People who could only hear Willis Sweat- 
nam would know that he was funny. He its 
one of the richest and ripest black face 
comedians on the stage. As Sassafras Liv- 
ington in ‘The County Chairman,” with his 
eternal box of Lottie Lee cigars, and as the 
colored guide to Washington’s birthplace in 
“George Washington Jr."’ he was extremely 
funny. Most of his humor lies in his voice. 
Frank Lalor is a singing comedian whose 
voice, while low, is distinct, and many of 
his best effects on the stage he gets with it. 
Jeff DeAngelis is a clever dancer, and his 
comedy legs also are funny, even when they 
are not dancing. He followed Francis Wi- 
son in *“‘ The Toreador,’’ and those there are 
who say he was funnier than his predecessor. 
In ** The Toreador ’’ there also appeared in 
the Wilson company Joe Coyne, who since 
has had some fine engagements. It is by play- 
ing an Englishman that Coyne is funny. His 
stage Englishman is one of the funniest ever, 
although Frank Doane is a good English- 
man, and Henry W. Savage has had several 
good ones in his companies. When Elsie 
Janis brought “‘ The Vanderbilt Cup ” to Chi- 
cago she brought in her company two fine 
comedians. Otis Harlan was one and Henry 
V. Donnelley was the other. Harlan, who is 
a@ manager as well as an actor, and Donnel- 
ley, who wae a manager awhile ago, both are 
funny without the use of apparatus, which is 
a more difficult task than it sounds. So many 
funny men of the stage have to have um- 
brellas, funny clothes, hats, or something 
else to help them be funny. Bert Williams 
of Williams and Walker does use a pair ef 
red shoes in one act of ‘* Abyssinia,” as Joe

Realities of Life 
Lost on the Stage. 


Although pleywrights are praised for the 
fidelity with which their characters emulate 
those of nature, there is no playwright, no 
matter how naturalistic, whose characters 
could step from the stage into the world with- 
out attracting comment. What is called life- 
like on the stage is nothing at all like the real 
article in real life. The consequences of peo- 
ple trying to act in real life like people act in 
the drama would be startling. 


> 

For instance, every real love affair would be 
set off by a pair of “ comic lovers.’’ These 
comic lovers are an indispensable adjunct to 
the principal love affair in a play. They do 
not occur so frequently tin real life. The 
father of the girl who is beloved in real life 
never would be the jovial soul who belongs to 
the same club as the lover who plays billiards 
with him and whe encourages him in his suit 
for the daughter's hand. The father would 
have to preserve his stage character. He 
would be morose or forbidding or crusty, or 
all three together. He would look upon the 
young man as a viper and “ get from my 
sight’ and “‘ never darken my door again ’’ 
would be two of his chief conversational 
efforts. 

In real life the stage bad man would flourish 
even as the green bay tree. In TH&r SUNDarY 
TRIBUNE some weeks ago there appeared an 
article descriptive of some of the villainy 
which is represented on the stage but which 
occurs in real life also. Much of the badness 
in real life is modeled upon that of the stage 
and in some cities the police authorities have 
forbidden the production of plays that have 
this tendency and even have forbidden the 
display of lithographe representing scenes 
from the play, which scenes might have the 
effect of urging those who saw them to do 
bad deeds.

On the stage nobody is heroic unless he or 
she is surrounded by people to be impressed 
favorably by the heroic stunt. Whenin stage 
life the hero decides to take the blame him- 
self for his brother's crime he stands out in 
the middle of the stage and tells all those 
present about it.. In real life he would be 
regarded as crazy for attempting a similar 
oration. Likewise it is with the heroine. 
When she decides that her heart will not per- 
mit her to marry the rich man whom she does 
not love but that she will become the wife of 
the poor but honest youth in the blue shirt, 
she makes this decision at a family party or 
at some other gathering where her words 
will be heard by a large number of people. 
In real life she usually goes to St. Joe or to 
some other out of town locrility and marries 
the said poor but honest youi\g man entirely 
regardless of the dramatic interest which her 


act may or may not eveke. - 


Sea Storm and Shower 
Deluge New York Stage 


By Franklin Fyles. 


New York—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
Two wholly farcical plays that whirled into 
New York on New Year’s eve had realistic 
“effects”’ that they didn’t need. The storm 
at sea that is the most remarkable sight in 
“ Brewster's Millions,” and the sudden 
shower in “ Caught in the Rain,”* are among 
the most widely discussed of recent stage 
spectacies; yet they cortribute nothing to 
the fun of the plays in which they figure, 
and the former and more extraordinary li- 
lusion might be said to stem the tide of mer- 
riment. It took five authors and as many 
more intimately interest¢€d advisers to make 
a play out of the vastly popular novel of 
“‘ Brewster's Milliions.’’ Frederick Thomp- 
son, the Hippodrome’s imaginative creator of 
spectacies, saw at first reading of George 
Barr McCutcheon's story of a man who had 
to spend every cent of a million dollars in 
one year in order to inherit seven times that 
sum an opportunity for an extraordinary 
presentation of a yacht in a storm, and set 
to work to build a play aroundit. Finding 
that a litthe out of his line, he employed a 
well known American dramatist to do the 
job, and though his name does not figure on 
the program it is fair to assume that some 
of his work appears on the stage. The mak- 
ing of the farce is credited wholly to Winchell 
Smith“and Byron Ongley, imconspicuous ac- 
tors who are new at play writing. Just how 
much of the piece is theirs is not so much 
to the point as the fact that any share in 
the making of a play so merrily diverting is 
creditable. 

+ 


The farce that the storm at sea interrupts, 
just at the moment when its novel scheme 
seems likely to become tedious from repeti- 
tion, exhausts every possible twist to the 
reckless spending of a miliion dollars, and 
with ita sole deliberate purpose of causing 
laughter incidentally satirizes the frenzied 
finance spirit of the age. And with all ite wild 
extravagance of idea it maintains a sem- 
blance of plausibility. That is one of the good 
reasons why the play is destined to prolonged 
popularity. When the whimsical proposition 
of spending a milion dollars in a year, in 
order to inherit seven more, is made to a 
young man who is then celebrating his first 
good fortune with a house warming party, 
he scoffs at it. But a sort of plausibility Is 
given to the condition in the second will and 
a sentimental reason to his compliance with 
it by the explanation that the first money 
comes from a grandfather, who had dented 
its aid to the young man’s n mother be- 
fore her pitiful death; while the seven millions 
comes from a recently enriched uncle, who 
resented the dead old man’s hardness to his 
daughter, and requires that none of his money 
shal) benefit that poor woman's son. 

> 

Edward Abeles is the actor, long in other 
players’ companies, who emerges as a star 
in “ Brewster's Millions,” and the cordial 
ado made over him on the first night reached 
the point of cheers before his performance 
was half over. In many plays he has helped 
William Collier to success, giving a contrast 
of earnest, convincing, seriousness to that 
wag’s irresponsible high jinks. But on this 
night ‘when Coliler, in a new play at another 
theater was dividing attentiom with his for- 
mer associate, Abeles was doing hie sort of 
thing, and doing it wonderfully well. It is a 
difficult thing, after an act of incessant laugh- 
ter, to bring the curtain down with one line 
or incident enough funnier than those that 
have gone before to excite a climacteric roar. 
In one of the farces in which they acted to- 
gether they were on the stage at the end 
and desired to finish the fun with an uproar- 
ious yell of mirth. They couldn't be sure just 


what line would create that, so they planned 


to talk on and on, after the plot had been 
wound up, and when the audience laughed 
its loudest, to give the wink to the waiting 
stage manager to drop the curtain quickly 
and sharp. I don’t know whether Abeles and 
hig ten authors worked that way with 
“ Brewster's Millions’’ before it reached 
New York, but, by the apparently simple 
means of lines in just the right place and 
of Abeles’ peculiarly clever method of speak- 
ing them, each act of the farce ended with 
enough fun to keep the spectators tittering 
throughout the intermissions.

The play which William Collier and Grant 
Stewart have written for Collier to star act 
in is so inconsequential, dramatically, that 
it might be dismissed in a contemptuous para- 
graph, yet “ Caught in the Rain” probably 
will bring in more money by merely tickling 
more people than either of the brainy com- 
edies which Richard Harding Davis and 
Augustus. Thomas provided for him. This 
farce happened in this way: Collier was play- 
ing across America on the route to Australia. 
In his company was Grant Stewart, not much 
of an actor, but a facile writer of humorous 
sketches. In Denver they saw a girl caught 
by a sudden shower. She didn’t mind the 
rain much, as an awning gave shelter, and 
she was a duck of a girl anyway; nor did the 
dangerous lightning scare her, for wasn't 
she accustomed to electrical illumination? 
but with fllogical femininity she was terri- 
fled by the harmless thunder. A young man 
came along. Perhaps it was one of theactors, 
but probably it was not, for he was inclined 
to be bashful, and run away when the girl— 
spotlit like a stage heroine by a vivid flash of 
lightning and made an emotional actress by 
a deafening clap of thunder—seized upon the 
stranger and implored him to save her. 
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‘'There’s the play we've been talking 
about,” said Collier to Stewart, or mebbe 
it was Stewart said it to Collier, for I am 
guessing at the details. But there was the 
star and the title of ‘‘ Caught in the Rain.”’ 
The incident is set forth, with street commo- 
tion hurried or halted by the shower, the 
natural phenomena imitated finely, real water 
dripping from the front sky border, and the 
encounter of Willie Collier and Nanette Com- 
stock taking place with humid illusion. 

The comedy which thus catches on in a rain 
is for the rest a matter of verbal smartness. 
Collier and Stewart were born in the same 
period as Davis and Thomas, but not fn the 
same world of dramatic genius. However, 
they face audiences year in and year out, as 
the other two don't, and like monologists in 
vaudeville they knaw how to get the laughs. 
So the acquaintance of the fellow and the girl 
runs on from the meeting by chance to a be- 
trothal, with no particulars worth reauing, 
but with a continuous entertainment of pun, 
repartee, and other fun of kinds which Col- 
lier can juggle and balance with great fa- 
cility. He delivers the good—that is to say, 
himself, and they are of a kind which the 
public buys with all the eagerness of shop- 
pers at a bargain sale. 

~~ 

The theatrical smart sets in New York 
have their fads and fancies. These several 
sets include millionaires whose money buys 
jolly times, various grades of gamblers whose 
time is ¢ashed into jolly money, and other 
kinds of folk who whirl in the circles between 
art and antics of virtuous levity and vicious 
These separate sections of bohemia 
don't affiliate at the theaters of frisk and 
frolic, but they are of one mind in their 
periodical demand for something new. Away 
hack in ithe 1840s, negro minstrelsy passed 
from circus concerts, in the ring after the 
performances, tO 4&n independent 
by Campbell's Serenaders 
in the Bowery, and Fifth avenue peo- 
ple found unconventional pleasure in going 
there. A quarter of a century later the crude 
variety show of the pack barrooms went to 
the theatrical stage. and it became a modish 
exploit to go to Tony Pastor's. The first fad 
of that sort within my own memory was to 
enjoy the plays evolved by Ned Harrigan 
eut of the Harrigan and Hart vaudeville 
sketches, and made roughly graphic depic- 
tions of rabble life in New York. The next 
transfer of whimsical favor was to Weber 
and Fields, and for eight years their music 
hall was a clearing house for the exuberant 
deviltry of the town. At last the demand 
for Weberfields shows fell off, the costly 
supply was unremunerative, and the long 
partnership, begun @8 & song and dance 
team, ended in acrimonious dissolution. The

The lbretto of “The Magio 
Knight” is a travesty of “* Lohengrin,”” but 
the Herbert score ig not up of unas- 
similated selections from agner’s music, 
but of what may be termed original plagi- 
arism—a stealing of notes and a forging of 
them into counterfeit currency—d succession 
of keen, droll, musical jokes.

Actor Managers 
. Are Successful. 


With the announcement by E. H. Sothern 
that he and Julia Marlowe are to have their 
own theater in New York, which playhouse 
will be their permanent headquarters, and 
the policy of which will be dictated by. them, 
and with the announcement that the great 
French actrese, Réjane, has become an 
actress+manager in her dear Paris, more ad- 
vances are made by the new army of actors 
who also are managers. 

The phenomenon, while not unprecedented, 
is not usual. Seldom if ever before have so 
many men and women who have made repu- 
tations as players taken to themselves the 
duties and responsibilities of management in 
addition to their work of acting. But so 
persuasive is the lure of the footlights that 
those actors who, like Henry Miller, have 
tried to leave acting for managerships have 
come back to the acting and have retained 
the managerships with it.

Mr. Miller perhaps is the most fortunate of 
the actor-managers in this country this year 
in that his winner, ‘‘ The Great Divide,’’ was 
selected for him by Margaret Anglin, who did 
not put her management to any bother about 
the play until after she had signed the neces- 
sary contracts with the author. She played 
it under the title ‘*‘ The Sabine Woman” at 
the Garrick theater in this city last year dur- 
ing the run of “ Zira.’’

The result was that Miss Bing- 
ham’s company gave finished performances 
that were sources of great delight. Thesum- 
mer stock companies in which she has played 
in Denver and in St. Louis aleéo have felt 
the improving hand of this fine manager ahd 
pretty fair actress. 

Lew Fields and Joe Weber, remarkable on 
the stage for the grotesque effects they 
achieve in comedy, are both actor-managers. 
Joe Weber has been more fortunate than his 
partner. The latter had a good one in “ It 
Happened in Nordland,’’ but Weber this year 
seems to have cornered most of the cream 
of the burlesque world. He is a shrewd busi- 
ness man. He has enough money invested 
in gilt edged real estate In New York to 
take care of him if he never made another 
penny in a theater as long as he lives. 

An actor-manager of the best type is Rich- 
ard Mansfield.

Dramatists of the Theodore Kremer 
and the Hal Reid school of thought know full 
well that their audiences would rather see 
some deed of heroism performed by a girl 
in disguise than by a broad shouldered young 
man who might be expected to be heroic. So 
many of the rescues in the more economical 


drama are performed by the disguised hero- | 


ine and quite as successfully as any hero 
could perform them.

What “Emotion 


By Margaret Anglin. 
. The word “ emotional,” as applied to act- 
ing. through persistent usage has come io 
possess} @ more restricted meaning than the 
etymology of the term demands. There is 
no more reason why the expression of grief, 


despair, or rage should be called emotional | 


than that the reflection of joy or satisfaction 
shouid. Every feeling to which the human 
fieeh is heir, be it painful or pleaswrable, is 
an emotion, and the representation thereof 
by one man who does rot feel it is by rights 
“emotional acting.’ 

By the same error of custom this word 
emotional has become so wedded] to women 
that one might suppose poor man never ex- 
perienced a thrill and is alien 'to sentiment. 
We never heard of the *‘ emotional actor ‘-— 


the suggestion does not hermenize with 


man's idea of himself or with the feminine 
ideal of man—yet the annals of life show 
that masculinity harbors and will reveal 
upon proper occasion about everyvexcess of 
feeling common to woman except, perhaps, 
hysteria. Dramatists do not admit this and 
neither does the public, so the fleld of emo- 
tionalism on the stage is left entirely to the 
weaker (7?) sex. 

When a man becomes emotional the play is 
at once dignifled by the name of tragedy. 
Othello’s rages are heroic, Lear’s excess of 
feeling Is madress, and the tumult within 
Hamlet’s soul is righteous fervor. Romeo is 
consumed, by a grand passion and Claude 
Melinotte’s ardor is romantic love. Women 
placed under conditions similar to either of 
these wouid be plentifully supplied with hys- 
terics, and the actress who portrayed them 
would immediately) be dubbed emotional. 
This is a survival of the archaic law that 
man’s province is to command and woman's 


» lotto plead—that man is as stanch as Gibral- 


tar and woman as changeable and tempestu- 
ous as the sea that beats againet its base. 


—o- 


Cyrano de Bergerac was. dominated by as 
profcund and consuming emotions as ever 
swayed a human heart, yet ne-critic or spec- 
tator ever thought of applying the term emo- 
tional to his impersonation by Mr. Mansfield 
or M. Coquelin. Yet emotionalism was the 
key to the comments made upon Sarah Bern- 
hardt’s portrayal of the son of Napoleon in 
“ L’Aigion,’’ and would have been to her 
acting In “ Hamilet”’ had it not been that 
tradition and the names of the great men 
with whom the dramatic history of the mel- 
ancholy Dane is associated have pronounced 
the play tragedy. , 

During the last quarter.of a century, when 
the so-called emotional drama has been most 
flourishing, man has not had an even oppor- 
tunity with ‘woman: The dramatists’ have 
not given him the chance. Emotional plays 
have been written apparently with the sole 
purpose of showing to what lengths of frenzy 
woman may go. In giving them the center 
of the stage and in. furnishing theni.with 
motives for excess of passion, the play- 
wrights have made their’ “* herces’’ weak 
almost to the point of degeneracy. The Sar- 
dou dramas, written for Bernhardt, have not 
a real man among them. Real men are not 
found entangled with the Toscas and Gis- 
mondas, to say nothing of the Camilles, the 
Zazas, and the Saphos. Select one of these 
and pit her against the man of merit and the 
theme is changed. An entirely different kind 
of drama results, ) 

This condition has been as unfair to women 
as it has been tomen. The worst possible idea 
of the natures of both has been disclosed 
and the idea made prevalent that fora play 
to be ‘‘emotional’”’ it must necessarily con- 
tain a. frail woman and a weak man. I do 
not belleve this is true, and a drdmatist will 
arise from among us some day who will not 
believe it, and we will be given a great mod- 
ern play, ‘‘ emotional” if you will, in which 
there will be a stanch woman anda sturdy 
man.

We see a great deal in print about whether 
a conscientious player does or should really 
experience the feelings he is called upon to 
refiect upon the stage. The publicand many 


critics are anxious upon this point and never’ 


seem quite certain. , 


Time and again I have been asked@if I real-. 


ly feel the despair into which poor Mrs. Dane 
is plunged while making her hard fought but 
foriorn defense. Did I really enterinto the 
state of mind of Zira during the anguish of 
her third act confession and plea? 

I cannot say ** No!’’ too emphatically. No 


woman could go through such trying ordeals fr 


night after night if they became part of her 
liie and survive. I shed real tears on the 


' stage and indulge in genuine sobs, but they 


are purely ‘physical manifestations. Abso- 
lute control of the physical being is one of 


the essentials of good acting. One must be 


able to call upon any part of the human or- 
ganism for a desired effect. But this is al- 


ways play—never reality. 


Of course, I “ feel’ the emotions physical- 
ly. A pereon cannot do a day’s or night’s 
hard labor without the body becoming tired. 
One cannot apply oneself to a business ora 
mathematical problem without the brain be- 
coming weary. Acting taxes the body and 
the brain, and it would be idle to assert that 
I could go through a performance of“ Zira ”’ 
or of ‘‘ The Great Divide "’ and be as fresh at 
the end as at the beginning.

Not Rehearsed. 


When on the stage the unexpected and 
the unrehearsed happens the consequences 
are most likely to be extremely tragical or 
ndingly comic. The recent episode in 
which figured Miss Gunning, the prima 
donna; Louis Mfarrison, the comedian; and 
Isabella Meyers, a chorus girl of “*‘ The Flow- 
er Gir!’ company, was only one of a multi- 
tude of stage incidents that have occurreé 
only because they were not expected. 
Writers of plays always object when there

ness’ of their own nearly always are fined 
and frequently dismissed. Yet there continue 
to be interruptions of various sorts, interpo- 
jJations, and the injection of new material of 
the existence of which the playwright him-. 
gelf or the manager never dreamed until it 
was produced. 

One of the oddest interruptions happened to 
George M. Cohan when he was playing the 
title role of “George Washington Jr.’ in 
New York. A bibulous physician who had 
gecured entrance to the theater and whose 
geat was in the first row stood up unstéadily 
during Cohan’s song, “ You’re a Grand Old

“Shake hands, Georgie,”’ he shouted up to 
the actor. 

Cohan reached down his hand to shake 
hands, and the physician, whose physical 
architecture was akin to that possessed by 
Mr. Sandow. pulled the comedian over the 
footlights and into the orchestra. Then came 
the ushers and quick exit for the man of 
pills and bourbon.

Every word she spoke was audible all over 
the theater. Naturally there was commo- 
tion. She was dragged back into the chorus 
by a couple of the other young women. The 
musical comedy went on. 

Bhe was discharged immediately and the 
next night Harrison made a speech in which 
he seemed to blame Jjuss Gunning, who had 
stood by the chorus girl. She refused to ap- 
pear till he apologized. This he did, and 
peace—armed, to be sure, but still peace—was 
restored. 

In New York lately when Wilton Lackaye 
in a curtain speech repeated for the thou- 
gandth time his mot abvut not being able to 1 
fing a manager who could pronounce “ Les 
Miserables ’’ let alone one who could pro- 
duce it a disgusted auditor in oneofthe front 
rows remarked: 

“Tf you leave it to me I pronounce it mis- 
erable,"’ and, getting up, left the theater.

Dissension sprang up between Lackaye and 
his manager, W. A. Brady, who had advised 
against producing the actor’s version of the 
Hugo story. This manager himseif has had 
some fine unrehearsed scenes. He put the 
best one on in New York last year when he 
produced a piece called ‘‘ The Redskin.” It 
was intended as a sort of overflow meeting 
for the benefit of those who could not, be- 
cause of crowded houses, get in to see either 
William Faversham in ‘‘ The Squaw Man”

skin” with their scalping knives drawn. 
This displeased Mr. Brady. He began to 
make curtain epeeches in which he criticised 
the critics. Those speeches were so much 
better than the play itself that men along

In Omaha a few weeks ago Richard Mans- 
field played ‘“‘ Peer Gynt.’ As everybody 
who saw the Ibsen play in Chicago knows, 
the Stage settings are something massive. 
The Omaha brand of stage hands did not 
manipulate them with the alacrity that 
Mansfield desired. So between the first and 
Beocond acts he delivered to them a ringing 
@istourse which could he heard by all the 
cash customers in the front of the house. 
Mansfield has had many events in his stage 
career that were never down on the program. 

A long time ago he played “‘ Julius Cesar ”’ 
in a college town. The soldiers in the army 
of Cassius and those in the army of Brutus 
were made up of young men from the neigh- 
boring university. So overcome were they 
by the honor of playing with Mansfield that 
during the play when they were supposed to 
be the deadiliest foes of one another they 
nonchalantly strolled down to the foot- 
lights and gave the college yell. Mansfield 
remembered this and spoke of it when he 
went to Harvard last year to deliver an 
It was not in Cambridge that the 
incident occurred, but almost all the men in 
Harvard had heard about it.

Weber and Fields, in that fine old company 
they ‘used to have, had plenty of scenes that 
were not rehearsed. Every member of that 
company had to be pretty fast on his or her 
mental feet to keep pace with the others. 
For instance, when the bald headed Charles 
Bigelow, now chief comedian with Anna 
Held, made his first entrance upon the stage 
of Weber and Fields the nervousness natural 
to that situation was not improved any when 
Pete Dailey asked him sweetly if he would 
not put on his hair. “* You're half naked,” 
Dailey said to him. And to Lillian Russell, 
who appeared in a gorgeoustiara, Dailey put 
the query as to whether she had been ill. 
“Why? she asked. “I see,”’ said he, “ that 
you've got a lot of cracked ice on your 
head." 

There are few actors have been given carte 
blanche in preparing the material they are 
to use on the stage. Louis Harrison, who 
figured in the incident with Miss Gunning and 
Miss Meyers, is one of the few. He wrote 
his part in ‘“ Veronique,’’ which has since 
become “‘ The Flower Girl.”’ Richard Carle 
did the same thing with *‘ The Spring Chick- 
en.’ Both of these comedians and many 
other actors have added to their material 
as they went along, but the company almost 
always has known that something new was 
coming. It is the sort of interpolation or 
interruption that is unrehearsed and so is 
unexpected that throws all the members of 
an organization off their feet andso mars the 
performance. Stage managers have become 
so careful that the actors in incidents of this 
sort almost always are punished.
